billion dollars a year, a 25 per 
cent increase, by 1960 without 
a tax increase, the National 
Planning Association reported 
today, 

The privately supported 
research body said it advocated 
neither higher nor. lower 
defense budgets but had tried 
to measure the impact of 
steeply increased military out- 
lays if the Soviet threat makes 
them necessary. 

The “major national security” 
programs in the present (fiscal 
1958) budget call for 43 billion 
dollars of spending, and are 
considered certain to rise in 
the fiscal '59 budget President 
Eisenhower now is preparing 
for Congress. 


8 Billion Rise Possible. 


The top-secret Gaither re- 
port on this country’s military 
position is reported to recom- 
mend an 8 billion dollar in- 
crease in military outlays. This 
and more, the N.P.A. report 
suggests, could be accommo- 
dated without economic strain, 
but at any considerably higher 
level, federal taxes would have 
to be increased.

Maj. oJseph P. Barnes, assis- 
tant district engineer at Kan- 
sas City, said the Bateson bid 
of $21,648,000 could be cut 
$48,000 by eliminating certain 
optional construction features. 
This would provide a cushion 
of $284,500 to meet the 25-cent 
carpenter wage increase. 

Additional Demands. 

Barnes said the Bateson firm 
agreed to go along with the 
Labor Department action until 
it learned of the $3.45 rate 
demanded by the carpenters, 
with an additional 12* cents 
called for next May 1, and still 
m another 15 cents May 1, 1959. 

J. W. Bateson, head of the 
contracting firm, telephoned 
the district engineer's office 
Thursday, Barnes said, and an- 
nounced he would use every 
legal means to withdraw from 
the contract if the Carpenters’ 
Union persisted in its wage 
demands. 

His first step, Bateson told 
| Barnes, would be to ask for a 
recomputation of the contract 
| price on the basis of the new 
$2.50 carpenters’ rate fixed by 
the Labor Department, with a 
view to demanding. release 
from the contract if the price 
should exceed the $21,884,500 
| limitation. 

Maj. Barnes said Bateson has 
until Jan. 15 to sign the con- 
struction contract and will for- 
feit a $25,000 bid deposit un- 
less he signs or obtains a re- 
lease. 

With an estimated 1,000,000 
man-hours of carpenter labor 
involved in the contract, Barnes 
said it was “marginal” whether 
the 25-cent hourly increase 
would put the cost above the 
| limitation, but that it was cer- 
| tain the rate demanded by the 
carpenters would do so. 

Won't Readjust Rate. 

The Labor Department has 
stated it would not readjust 
the carpenter rate to the $3.45 
figure, since it has no evidence 
that such a rate has been paid 
in the Fort Wood area, Barnes 
said. The Corps of Engineers 
supports tthis position, he 
added. 

The Labor Department based 
its increase of the carpenter 
rate on a contract negotiated 
last summer between the As- 
sociated General Contractors 
‘of Kansas City and the car- 
penters’ local at Lebanon, 30 
miles west of Ft. Wood, calling 
for a wage increase from $2.25 
to $. 2.50 an hour. 

However, the jurisdiction of 
the St. Louis Carpenters’ Dis- 
trict Council, through its Rolla 
local, was extended by the in- 
ternational union to State High- 
way 17, which lies just west of 
| the Army reservation.

“It has been obvious for

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Better Balance of World’s 


Wealth Is Foremost Eco- 


nomic Question to Be. 


Faced in Next 20 Years.

WASHINGTON, Dee. 28. 


HE broad problem of extending 
Ww aasttents to underdeveloped 
countries and achieving a better 
balance of the world’s wealth is the 


foremost ‘‘economic’’ question 


and political leaders. 


Seventeen of 48 experts who ieatiad. | 
pated in a symposium organized by the | 


Committee for Economic Development, 
with the help of a Ford Foundation grant, 
selected foreign aid as the top American 
problem, with inflation and urban redevel- 
opment following in that order. 

All of the participants were asked to 
reply in an essay of 2000 words to the 
question, “What is the most important eco- 
nomic problem to be faced by the United 
States in the next 20 years?” The fact 
that nearly one-third of the writers agreed 
on foreign aid was considered significant 
in view of the extreme diversity of the 
opinions, 

The papers on the whole were opti- 
mistic. None of the contributors foresaw 
a serious depression; many, particularly 
those from overseas, were preoccupied 
with the problems created by America’s 
increasing wealth and the _ increasing 
amount of leisure time in the “United 
States. 

Only three persons expressed concern 
over the remaining low-income groups in 
this country. One of these was J. Ken- 
neth Galbraith, Harvard economics pro- 
fessor who is economic adviser to the 
Democratic National Committee and who 
was an adviser to Adlai E. Stevenson, 
Democratic presidential candidate, in the 
campaign last year. Galbraith gave a top 
priority to the elimination of “residual 
poverty.’ 

One of the broadest analyses was of- 
fered by Jean Monnet, former French 
finance minister who is known for his 
promotion of the European Coal and Steel 
Community and the proposed United 
States of Europe. Monnet emphasized the 
growing interdependence of nations; only 
the United States and the Soviet Union 
are still free to make a wide range of 
choices of policy, he said, and even these 
two are becoming increasingly unable to 
act alone in the world. 


“For America, as for smaller countries, . 


adaptation to a changing world will be the 
greatest problem,” he said. “There will, 
I think. be three main forces demanding 
this adaptation: The growth of Russia and 
more generally the Soviet world, the grad- 
ual unification of Europe, and the up- 
surge of the under-developed areas. The 
problems of adjustment raised by each 
will be quite distinct, though in practice, 
of course, they will merge in a single 
policy. 


Tensions Are Growing. 


*“The problem of the under-developed 
areas is probably the most explosive and 
important. At present, the tensions be- 
tween the advanced industrial countries 
and the under-developed ones are grow- 
ing rather than diminishing The 
rich industrial countries should come to- 
gether—all of them, including Russia, if 
possible—to solve this problem of speed- 
ing the development of backward areas 
which will ultimately affect them all 
equally . IT think it will ultimately be 
technically and psychologically impossible 
for men to penetrate space carrying with 
them anachronistic earthbound quarrels.” 

Dr. Julian S. Huxley, former director- 
general of the United Nations Education- 
al. Scientific and Cultural Organization, 
said the most important problem was find- 
ing a way to bridge the gap between the 
standards of living in the “have” and 
“have-not” countries without dangerous 
consequences for either. 

“The United States is the richest nation

He discerned three reasons: the convic- 
tion of every statesman that war no longer 
pays dividends, the defensive character 
of Western policy, and the certainty of 
the Communists that they are being car- 
ried forward by a movement in step with 
history. 

Dr. V. K. R. V. Rao, joint director of 
industries and commérce of the govern- 
ment of Andhra Pradesh, India, observed 
that the United States would be closely 
watched to see how it solves its prob- 
lems. Rao argued for sympathetic aid to 
under-developed countries, with no politi- 
cal strings attached, and remarked:

Only a 

drastic revision of the American aid ap- 

proach can meet this challenge. 

With respect to foreign aid and tech- 
nical assistance, America’s deficiency re- 
sembles the gap in American scientific 
and technical education which has been 
dramatized by the Soviet Sputniks. Many 
observers are asking the same questions 
with respect to our preparation for help- 
ing underdeveloped peoples as are being 
asked about scientific education: 

Have we even begun to prepare to do 
the job that must be done if Communism 
is not to win almost by default in areas 
now uncommitted”? 

This reporter talked at length with a 
member of the American aid mission to 
Indonesia who returned to Washington to 
resign after two frustrating years in Ja- 
karta. He had become convinced that 
American officials at the top simply had 
no comprehension of how to make contact 
with influential leaders who would, in the 
final analysis, determine whether Indo- 
nesia would remain comparatively inde- 
pendent or whether it would succumb to 
anarchy and Communism. 


Risk for U.S. Workers. 


Most of the trade union leaders were 
Communist or Communist-inclined. To 
know them, to work with them would be 
for an American to risk the security black- 
ball. A provision in the McCarran-Walter 
Act makes it impossible, without a high- 
level waiver, to invite such leaders to the 
United States so that they could see what 
a free society has achieved. And at the 
high level, there was reluctance to pro- 
vide such a waiver. The tendency of offic 
cials in the field was to live by themselves 
on a much higher standard of living than 
almost anyone in the country. 

With some exceptions, conspicuous be- 
cause of their rarity, this applies to 
American aid missions throughout Asia 
and the Middle East. The problem of 
finding able and dedicated people to staff 
these missions is compounded by the atti- 
tude, all too prevalent at home, that the 
whole thing is merely a means to waste 
the taxpayer's dollars and that the aid 
officials are no more than fortune hunters 
living in luxury in a foreign land.

Mr. Dulles’s Island 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispa 

The NATO meeting turned out 
as expected. Our “partners” went 
into it with the idea of seeing if 
Santa Claus was going to bring 
them something for Christmas and 
Mr. John Foster Dulles stuck grim- 
ly to his usual role. 

Our John Foster, it should be 
remembered, told a group of news 
reporters last year that when he 
goes to his private island in the St, 
Lawrence he loves to “sneak up 
on it,” his imagination turning it 
into a newly discovered continent 
hitherto untrodden by the foot of 
“civilized” man' And he seems to 
carry this delightful fantasy over 
into the field of diplomacy 

The balance sheet at Paris leaves 
him, and the Administration as 
well, in the center of a dilemma 
which neither cared to admit ex- 
isted but both now find it impos- 
sible to ignore. “Peace” is a fact 
-——and they dare not allow it to be- 
come “respectable.” If they do. 
then the problem of keeping our 
factories humming will become 
even more acute. 

The Sputniks shot the aircraft 
boondoggles full of holes: and the 
missiles programs, even reinforced 
by the “anti-missile missile pro- 
gram,” can't possibly take up the 
industrial slack. In the current 
anxiety over the predicted 6,000.- 
000 unemployed by spring, a num- 
ber of expedients have been hastily 
proposed. The most interesting 
one, up to this moment, is the 
“radiation shelter program” which 
is to cost some 20 billion dollars 
and should make the future of our 
cement milis an interesting study 
for the investor, if it can be “sold” 


to the next Congress.

The Year of the Great Change 


Fitzpatrick’s cartoons displayed on this page 
tell the story of.a year of great and cataclysmic 
change. It began as a year of inflation, and 
ended as one of incipient deflation. ‘It began 
with American pfestige high enough to stake 
out an “Eisenhower Doctrine” for the Middle 
East, and ended with the NATO nations rebel- 
fing against American leadership. It began with 
an eager drive to cut the budget; and ended with 
a reach for the taxpayer’s pocket as shaken 
Americans contemplated two Soviet satellites 
still circling the earth. It began with President 
Eisenhower starting his second term on the crest 
of a popularity wave, and ended with a sick 
President struggling to put down talk of dis- 
ability, regency or resignation. 


Seldom has the nation been shocked as it was 
by the Soviet satellites and what they implied. 
Looking back, one could remark that the Rus- 
sians had only done what they had said they 
intended to do, put a satellite in orbit during 
the early part of the international geophysical 
year. As for our own space projects, we had not 
done what we had said we did not intend to do. 

Having given satellites a low priority in order 
not to interfere with missile development, we 
had implicitly accepted second place. Yet when 
second place was thrust upon us as a brutal 
reality we did not like it at all. It was clear 
then that we had never really expected the Rus- 
sians to beat us. Bemused by an ingrown sense 
of superiority, we had expected to take our time 
at satellites and by the sheer power of our own 
virtue still win the race.

The Soviet satellites were a fearful shock for 
many reasons. The Russians had managed to 
develop a scientific feat and an intercontinental 
missile at the same time. They had done it out 
of a much smaller national output than ours. 
They had scored a propaganda sensation around 
the world, which was made no more palatable 
by the realization that even our friends enjoyed 
our discomfiture. Above all, they had shaken 
the very foundations of our complacency about 
the American economic system, our military se- 
curity, our political leadership, our scientific 
position, and our educational system clear back 
to the elementary grades. The pain was redou- 
bled when, trying under forced draft and with 
plenty of press agentry to retrieve our losses, 
we saw Vanguard collapse in flames. 

The first and most necessary reaction was an 
alarmed look at the national defenses. A first- 
class nation cannot afford second-class weapons, 
and it was clear that the Russians had stolen a 
lead in the development of long-range missiles. 
It was and is imperative that the gap be closed 
with all speed. Nevertheless, second thoughts 
told us also that if the Soviets had increased 
their potential capacity to destroy us, we re- 
tained an actual capacity to destroy them. 

The situation remains a military stalemate, 
each bloc possessing enormous destructive ca- 
pacity which only in extremity does it dare to 
use. 

2 a... 

In years to come, the balance will turn against 
us unless we have meanwhile mustered the extra 
effort necessary to surpass the Russians in mis- 
sile power. The shocks of 1957 should enable us 
to muster that energy. But merely maintaining 
a military stalemate hardly qualifies as a cre- 
ative policy. On the eve of 1958 Americans are 
increasingly aware of the need for another string 
to their bow. 

For if 1958 promised some recapture of mili- 
tary and scientific position, it held forth little 
prospect of retrieved world leadership unless we 
sharply change direction. 

A year ago the United States, having risked a 
breach with its own allies to end the fighting of 
Suez and Sinai, announced a military protecto- 
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rate for the Middle East. But somehow we 
reaped few rewards from our renunciation of the 
old colonialism. Despite our best intentions, 
American interests kept getting identified with 
the feudal aristocracies which are on the way 
out, while the Soviets identified themselves with 
the new forces of middle class nationalism just 
coming into power. Behind our military shield, 
Red political and economic penetration contin- 
ued, and at the end of the year the radical Arab 
leadership we had challenged in Egypt and Syria 
remained as flourishing as ever.

It was primarily for Britain and Western Eu- 
rope that we had sought to stabilize a vital source 
of oil. As the Paris NATO meeting showed, how- 
ever, our leadership is now questioned in Britain 
and Europe as well. The masses of Europe see 
no future in an exclusively military policy for 
the Western alliance. Their political leaders may 
grasp the necessity for NATO missile bases as a 
foil to Russia’s missile bases, but the people will 
accept this new stage in the armaments race 
only if they are satisfied that efforts are also 
being made to work out of the arms deadlock. 

This is why a NATO summit conference, called 
primarily to ratify the missile bases and present 
a. high-level show of Atlantic unity, wound up 
by giving expression to the Irresistible popular 
demand for negotiations with the Soviet Union. 
As the embodiment of the idea that the Western 
mission is not to negotiate but to await the So- 
viets’ collapse from within, Secretary of State 
Dulles by the end of the year had become the 
object of actual hatred and distrust among many 
of our allies. The NATO conference carried a 
plain warning to Washington: the Dulles philoso- 
phy no longer meets the allies’ conception of 
what the world situation is. Either America 
takes a more favorable attitude toward working 
out diplomatic settlements with the Russians, or 
our allies will be irresistibly drawn toward mak- 
ing settlements of their own.

There were significant changes. at home as 
well as abroad. Almost unnoticeably, the econ- 
omy turned the corner from inflation to defla- 
tion. The seers generally agree that it is a re- 
adjustment, not a recession, and that the latter 
part of 1958 will see employment again expand- 
ing, production rising, income mounting. Dis- 
concerting hedges, however, begin to crop up in 
the prophecies. The one clear reality is that we 
cannot afford to drift. Remembering ‘that infla- 
tion ate up a good many statistical gains of the 
last boom, and that even at its peak the economy 
was not expanding rapidly enough to provide 
increasing welfare for a growing population, we 
must resolve for 1958 to act energetically, 
promptly and adequately to sustain a‘ dynamic 
and healthily expanding economy. 

Which brings us to the great brooding ques- 
tion of the new year—a question that overhangs 
foreign policy, military policy, social and eco- 
nomic policy and every facet of our closely inter- 
knit national life. Can the President command 
the executive energy that is indispensable to the 
successful conduct of his awesome office? With 
the best will in the world, no American can over- 
look the obvious decline in the President's en- 
ergy since his third illness. Great decisions can 
not be indefinitely postponed and they cannot be 
delegated to subordinates. Nor can the mysteri- 
ous qualities of leadership be supplied by com- 
mittee, by staff or by surrogates. 

In no single year of his presidency has Mr. 
Eisenhower needed the fullness of capacity he 
will need in 1958. For 1957 was the year of the 
great change, when American world leadership 
began to show wear at the edges, and 1958 is 
the year when extraordinary efforts must be 
made in every field to fulfill what the promise 
of our heritage and the hopes of free men de- 
mand of us.

WHAT WERE ONCE the wide 
open spaces of these United States have 
had a vital effect on the history of the 
nation and the lives of every inhabitant 
dead and living. The spaces are still 
wide but no longer quite open. The 
country, however, as distinguished from 
the urban centers, retains an import- 
ance for all of us that should be obvi- 
ous; hence the value of a book called 
“Nature and the American” by Hans 
Huth. 


Mr. Huth is Curator of Research at 
the Chicago Art Institute, a position 
that must have led him into an investi- 
gation of everything remotely connected 
with the American culture and the 
American scene. Certainly his book 
is comprehensive and has the ring of 
authority. Better still it has charm. 
Moreover the range of his treatment is 
such that it should coincide at some 
point with the interest of every reader. 


In one way or another Mr. Huth de- 
scribes the influence of forest and 
plain upon American art, the growth 
and effect of our transportation sys- 
tem, the development of the American 
tourist, the place of sea bathing in 
the national mores, the park system, 
the conservation movement and many 
other related subjects. 


ITIS APPARENT that Americans 
have not been uniformly intelligent or 
civilized in their treatment of nature, 
The destruction of the forests for com- 
mercial exploitation brought a series of 
consequences from which the nation is 
still suffering. But the lesson was not 
too well learned because many Ameri- 
cans still prefer a fast buck to a beau- 
tiful and  self-renewing countryside. 
Mr. Huth has something to say about 
the despoilers, including those who 
like to tear and rend the face of na- 
-ture without even a profit motive as 
an excuse. 


Mr. Huth, however, restrains his in- 
dignation and one infers that the 
American record, on the whole is not 
too bad. At every period in our his- 
tory the number of American nature 
lovers, philosophers of nature, artists, 
scientists and public figures with a

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sense of the future, has been large 
enough to prevent irreparable damage. 

These include many celebrated men 
such as Benjamin Franklin, Thoreau, 
Emerson, Audubon, Burroughs and the 
two President Roosevelts, but also 
others of lesser fame who were dedi- 
cated and effective. Frederick Law 
Olmsted, for instance, is not well known 
to the general public but as the de- 
signer of New York's Central Park and 
in many other ways he was as influen- 
tial as any other single man in making 
Americans responsive to natural beauty. 

Mr. Huth’s. book has no _ single 
thesis. To some extent this accounts 
for its discursive and discontinuous 
character. The lack of an insistent,

proselytizing tone does not make it any 
the less readable but it does permit 
the reader to profit from its contents 
without reading it all. From the pub- 
lisher’s point of view this may be a 
recommendation of doubtful value, and 
I, for one, am certain that what is not 
read must be regarded as that much 
lost. 


IN THE END Mr. Huth’s attitude 
becomes clear when he says: ‘‘What- 
ever road to nature we select, it is not 
the road which matters but the mind 
and the way we have trained it to be 
receptive to,the beauties and wonders 
of God's creation.” In other words the 
man who loves nature whether an 
artist, ecologist, poet or just a partly 
civilized member of society will find 
that his love is returned. His text 
undertakes to tell us in chapter and 
verse why that is true.

Some Victorians and Their Loves 


A MEASURE OF LOVE, by Tris Origo. 

(Pantheon, 256 pgs., $4.00.)

IN A PREVIOUS BOOK the Marchesa 
Origo stepped into the Slough of 
Despond of scholars, the biography of 
Lord Byron. She had the advantage of 
having uncovered a collection of letters 
linked to Byron's liaison with Teresa 
Guiccioli, and she made excellent use 
of them. Probably nobody knew more 
than she about the steps of Byron's 
rake’s progress across Italy, and his 
“last attachment” to the Contessa 
Guiccioli. assumed the guise, as the 
Marchesa described it, of an episode 
far less ignoble than his other numer- 
ous adulteries 

Young as the Contessa was, she kept 


the jaded poet faithful to herself. And 
readers of “The Last Attachment” were 
left with the impression that, if the 


poet had survived his grandstanding 
visit to Greece, he would have found a 
new stability 

Two sections of “A Measure of Love” 
pick up fragments of this same story, 
One is a short biography of Allegra, 
Byron's daughter, and the other con- 
sists of some letters of another Con- 
tessa whom Byron met and admired in 
Venice. The Allegra story reveals both 
the virtues and weakness of Mme. 
Origo’s writing. She has her facts 
straight and adds some she has dis- 
covered herself. But her presentation, 
-—the cryptic title of her book almost 
implies it-—-reveals clearly where her 
sympathies lie, and, with people like 
Byron and Shelley, even a slight admix- 
ture of sympathy may twist the record.

THE OPIUM OF THE INTELLECTI-

RELIGION, Karl Marx told us, is 
the opium of the people.

instance, the blame for the little girl's 
birth is laid firmly on Claire Clair- 
mont, the mother.

Hie offers the reader an unsure choice 
because—-as he shows in many a full, 
documented, and sharp analysis—-he is 
not a determinist; he remembers-——if he 
does not mention—Pascal’s epigram 
about Cleopatra's nose and the history 
of the world. Aron is a sufficiently 
profound student of history, but he 
litts a skeptical eyebrow at all theories 
of history, from Spengler and Toynbee 
to the host of left-wing theorists in 
France and abroad.

Carlyle to Harriet Ashburton and by 
Carlyle to Mazzini was held 
strictly within the proprieties, and the 
only pitiful note of the story comes 
from the senseless, self-inflicted 
anguish of. the two Carlyles.

Though Jane was fond of ruffling 
her sage husband's vanity, she wanted 
him-all to herself. The even-handed 
justice that Mme. Origo metes out to 
this incredibly troublesome pair is a 
welcome change from the usual pleas 
in defense of either Carlyle or his wife. 
She seems happier in her estimate of 
the respectable Carlyles than in her 
judgment of the wayward Romantics. 
THE CHAPTER on Marie Leneru, the 
French dramatist who died in 1918, is 
more of a case-history than a study in 
personality. The Marchesa has included 
it as a picture of a woman so well 
schooled in solitude and pain that she 
had nothing left with which to love 
somebody outside herself. Yet again, 
might not this incapacity to love lie 
deeper than mere pain or loneliness in 
a core of personality too hard for either 
to soften” 

In spite, then, of the Marchesa’s 
promise to set down “the very words 
written or spoken,” she takes her 
reader in hand, pointing out deftly her 
own estimate of the measure of love 
each one of her people could dispense. 
It is her privilege, of course. Even a 
measure of disagreement with her esti- 
mate does not render her essays less 
entertaining. 


Philosopher's Dislike 


This skepticism has its field-day !n 
large sections of the book in which 
Aron studies the myth of the dictator- 
ship of the proletariat, the classless 
society as the goal and end of human 
struggle, and the essential variety and 
incoherence in the actual course of 
Communist history, propaganda trials 
and all. The upshot of his study is 
that Aron finds the Russians neither 
mysterious nor inscrutable. They— 
even more than the Frenchmen who 
debate Russia over a bock at the Cafe 
de Flore—are involved in the toils of a 
faith; from this central fact, the ex- 
plicable enigmas arise. 


SUCH INSIGHT is the heart of 
this witty and illuminating essay. The 
American reader will have the addi- 
tional pleasure of understanding better 
that entity which is often as mysterious 
to him as Russia: France. And he will 
have the instructive experience of read- 
ing Aron’s account of the second co- 
lossus of the mid-twentieth century: the 
United States itself. Here too the 
writer is just and informed and not 
always flattering. (But he is far re- 
moved from the stereotypes about us 


Hallowed Pastime 


BIOGRAPHY OF THE BULLS: AN ANTHOLOGY OF SPAN- 
ISH BULLFIGHTING, edited by Rex Smith. (Rinehart & 


Co., 385 pgs., $7.95.)

A BULLFIGHT IS AN OUTDOOR show or theatrical pageant 
in which six bulls specially bred for the spectacle are done 
to death, one at a time,’ by a group of castumed performers 
who accomplish the feat more or less skillfully in a manner 
hallowed by ancient tradition. The show may be sublime or 
ridiculous, depending on the observer's viewpoint, and to 
some Spanish-spéaking peoples it is the very bread of life. 

Rex Smith’s book is a handsome and profusely illustrated 
collection of information and notable writings about the 
great Iberian pastime. Bulls were worshiped in pagan an- 
tiquity. Apparently bullfighting originated in Spain long be- 
fore Roman times. In the sixteenth century the fiestas had 
such a hold on the people that a Papal ban against them was 
lifted. Slowly the bullfight developed from a display of dar- 
ing by amateurs, usually noblemen on horseback, to the 
professional pageant it now has become. 
ALL OF THIS HISTORY is gone into by Mr. Smith, who 
deals with the great matadors from Francisco Romero, in the 
early eighteenth century, down the roster of eminent swords- 
men with mellifluous names—Francisco Montes, Frascuelo, 
Lagarjito, Belmonte, Joselito, and the rest. The factual in- 
formation is .interlarded with excerpts from Spanish bull- 
fight critics and comments from foreign observers who tes- 
tify to the fascination of the ring. 


In addition to 


learning 


about the “veronica,” the 


“natural” and the “estocada,” described as the basic ele- 
ments of bullfighting, the aficionado is given selections from 
Byron’s “Childe Harold,” from the novelist Vicente Blasco- 
Ibanez, Hemingway, Tom Lea and many another writer. The 
prose and poetry vary in quality, quite naturally, and there 
is a gracious plenty about hot sun, bright blue Madrid sky, 
the roar of the crowds, bravery, blaring music and death. 
Mr. Smith, an American Airlines vice president and 
quite an aficionado himself, has included material on both 
sides of the controversy as to whether bullfighting is a busi- 
ness that can be condoned by civilized man. Here is an ex- 
cerpt from V, S. Pritchett’s “The Spanish Temper.” 
“BULLFIGHTING,” SAYS MR. PRITCHETT, “is not a sport, 
and it is therefore not a cruel sport. It is a ritual and a 
ceremony, .. . The Spaniards have strong stomachs. They do 
not flinch when the blood gushes out of the bull’s mouth as 
he goes down heavily to his death, but in their eyes one sees 
that proud, frightening brilliance of the conqueror who has 
emerged from great emotion, who is elated by victory and 


satisfied by performance... . 


“Our final emotion in the bullfight is not with the bull, 
which was bred to fight and would, in any case, have gone 
to the slaughterhouse, but rests upon the triumphant fighter 
who has not only pitted his wits against a savage animal 
and outdone him, but who has done this with the skill, the 
decorative grace and the panache of the artist.”

Visit With Rodin,- Shahn and Dali 


By GEORGE McCUE 


IN THIS PERIOD in which a great 
many artists insist that art should not 
communicate, artists are communicating 
to an uhprecedented extent by means 
of the printed word. Artists are writing 
about art,’ about other artists and about 
themselves. Some artists are literary 
fumblers, but others who move over 
into the writing medium display quali- 
ties of outlook, insight, poise and organ- 
ization, and of the mordant phrase, that 
are the marks of the sinewy essay. 
Sometimes, in the statements they 
put down—perhaps simultaneously— 
one seems to be answering another. 
Recent publications by articulate 
artists create this effect to such an ex- 
tent that they suggest an interesting 
game—to extract statements they make 
about subjects in which both artists and 
the public have mutual concern, and to 
re-assemble them into a conversation. 
So, here we go. The symposium for 
today brings together three eminent art 
figures of diverse views and tempera- 
ments. The late Auguste Rodin, who 
speaks through “On Art and Artists,” 
by his Boswell, Paul Gsell, in a long- 
out-of-print book just re-issued by the 
Philosophical Library; Ben Shahn, by 
way of his “The Shape of Content,” 
published by Harvard University Press: 
and Salvador Dali, who bursts into the 
conversation with “Dali on Modern 
Art,” a Dial Press book in the original 
French with an English translation. 


RODIN, WHOSE sculptures caused him 
to be classed as a radical, a demi-god 
and a reactionary by the shifting stand- 
ards of his time, died some 40 years 
ago, but his utterances of faintly Olym- 
pian flavor have virility today. If there 
is a touch of the classroom manner to 
Shahn's conversation here, that may be 
because it is from lectures delivered 
as Charles Eliot Norton Professor at 
Harvard. In recent years, Shahn, the 
painter, has divided time with Shahn, 
the lecturer. Dali, who works rather 
hard at being the bad boy of painting, 
contributes to the present meeting 
an occasional dash of spice, with an un- 
derlying vein of hard sense, 

The chief rule of this antiphonal 
game of excerpts is that statements be 
quoted in the same sort of context as 
that from which they are taken. We 
find our three participants, let us Say, 
in a large, quiet room with plenty of 
pacing space. Shahn speaks slowly and 
thoughtfully. We may think of Dali as 
punctuating his words with theatrical 
gesticulations. 

A. friend once described Rodin 
as “the living image of Michelangelo's 
Moses.” And so we see him, with 
pink skin, sharp blue eyes and wavy 
white beard through which he runs his 
fingers now and then. Because Rodin 
is the senior, he is awarded the open- 
ing remarks. They are about non- 
conformity, which artists often discuss, 
and with authority: 

RODIN: What proves that the masters 
bring new ideas and tendencies to their 
generations is that they have often 
great trouble in winning acknowledge-

ment for them. They sometimes pass 
nearly all their lives in striving against 
routine. And the more genius they 
have, the more chance they run of 
being long misunderstood. 


SHAHN: Every great historical change 
has been based upon nonconformity; 
has been bought either with the blood 
or with the reputation of noncon- 
formists. . 


RODIN: It is impossible to do good 
to mankind with impunity. 

DALI: Painter, if you want to ensure 
for yourself a prominent place in So- 
ciety you must, in the first flush of 
your youth, give it a violent kick in 
the right leg. 

SHAHN: It is an amusing contradiction 
of our time that we do applaud a sort 
of copy-book nonconformity. Everyone 
knows that too much conformity is bad 
for art and literature and politics, yet, 
when it comes to the matter of just 
what kind of nonconformity shall be 
encouraged, liberality of view recedes. 


RODIN: Very fine works of art are 
appreciated only by a limited number; 
nevertheless, the thoughts they embody 
end by filtering through to the crowd. 


SHAHN: I do not wish to underrate 
the importance of the conformist him- 
self—the conservative. In art, the 
conservative is the vigorous custodian 
of the artistic treasures of a civilization. 
However greatly the creative artist 
may chafe at entrenched conservatism, 
it is still quite true that his own work 
is both sustained and enriched by it. 
RODIN: Artists draw largely from the 
common fund amassed by tradition, 
but they also increase this treasure. 

DALI: Painter, do not concern your- 
self with being modern. It is the only 
thing, unfortunately, no matter what 
you do, that you cannot avoid being. 

SHAHN: The genius so-called is only 
that one who discerns the pattern of 
things within the confusion of details 
a little sooner than the average man. 


RODIN: What has doubtless led to the 
common idea that artists have little 
intelligence is that it seems lacking in 
many of them in private life. It must 
be admitted that great men who think 
ceaselessly of their work are frequertftly 
absent-minded in daily life. 


SHAHN: The whole notion of genuis 
needs to be reassessed, needs perhaps 
to be deglamorized somewhat. 


RODIN: What is the meaning of it all? 
That is the mystery that floats over 
all great work. All the masters ad- 
vance to the barrier which parts us 
from the Unknowable. 

DALI: When I look at the starry sky, 
I find it small. Either I am growing, 
or else the universe is shrinking. Un- 
less both are happening at the same 
time. , 


SHAHN: I am generally mistrustful of 
situations peculiarly set up to favor 
the blossoming of art. What if Goya, 
for instance, had been granted a Gug- 
genheim, and then, completing that, 
had stepped into a respectable and cozy 
teaching job in some small New Eng-

land college, and had thus been spared 
the agonies of the Spanish Insurrec- 
tion? 

RODIN: Today, everyone is engrossed 
by self-interest; but I would like to 
see this practical society convinced that 
it is at least as much to its advantage 
to honor the artist as to honor the 
manufacturer and the engineer. 


DALI: The simplest way of refusing 
any concession to gold is to have some 
oneself. All the concrete values of 
modern painting will remain eternally 
translatable on the material level into 
that thing that I personally have al- 
ways loved: money! 

SHAHN: I believe that the individual 
whose interests are measurable pri- 
marily in terms of money, or even of 
success, would do well to avoid a life- 
time of painting. The primary con- 
cern of the serious artists is to get 
the thing said—and wonderfully well. 
The public function of art has always 
been one of creating a community. 
The potato field and the auto repair 
shop remain without quality or aware- 
ness or the sense of community until 
they are turned into literature by a 
Faulkner or a Steinbeck or a Thomas 
Wolfe or into art by a Van Gogh. 


DALI: The most transcendent discovery 
of our epoch ig that of nuclear physics 
regarding the constitution of matter. 
Matter is discontinuous and any valid 
venture in modern painting can and 
must proceed only from a single idea, 
as contrete as it is significant: the dis- 
continuity of matter. 


RODIN: The artist suspects in nature 
a great consciousness like his own. 
There is not a living organism, not an 
inert object, not a cloud in the sky, 
not a green shoot in the meadow, 
which does not hold for him the secret 
of the great power hidden in all things. 


SHAHN: Form in art is the turning of 
content into a material entity, render- 
ing a content accessible to others, giv- 
ing it permanence, willing it to the 
race. 

DALI: Intelligence only leads us into 
the fog of scepticism, for which reason 
it is well and necessary that Spaniards 
like Picasso and myself dazzle you by 
putting a raw and bleeding piece of 
TRUTH before your eyes! 

RODIN: The men of today are so made 
that they fear truth and love a lie. 
DALI: Painters, do not fear perfection. 
You will never achieve it! If you are 
mediocre, and you do your utmost to 
paint very, very badly, it will still be 
evident that you are mediocre. 

RODIN: The profession of the artist is 
not meant for the mediocre. 
SHAHN: Today's art draws upon the 
individualness of the painter, and af- 
firms the individualness of perception 
in the viewer of art. Its values are not 
those of set virtues, but are of the es- 
sential nature of man, good or bad. Art 
is one of the few media of expression 
which still remains unedited, un- 


processed and undictated. If its hazards 
are great, so are its potentialities mag- 
nificent.

Classical Records

THE BAYLOR THEATER at Baylor University in 
Waco, Tex., is apparently one of the most active and enter- 
prising drama workshops in the country. Under the direction 
of Paul Baker the Baylor group has put on many interesting 
productions which are often described as challenging. Their 
production of “Hamlet,” which was recorded and released in 
recent weeks to the general public; in an example of a fresh 
and daring “approach” to a standard masterpiece. (Word 
Records, Three 12-inch Lps.) 

According to the brochure inclosed in the album Mr. 
Baker, with the assistance of the actor, Burgess Meredith, 
concluded that Hamlet was suffering from homicidal mania 
directed at his mother. The state of guilt and anxiety thus 
created was naturally quite disturbing and Hamlet, even 
without having an analyst to consult, rechanneled his hostil- 
ity and decided to kill his uncle Claudius. Even this needed 
moral justification, so Hamlet became the victim of a con- 
venient hallucination. He imagined that the ghost of his 
dead father appeared and told him that Uncle Claudius had 
poisoned him. 


In predicating that the Ghost was a figment of Hamlet's 
mind, Mr. Baker was forced to eliminate the scenes in which 
the Ghost had been seen by other characters. Mr. Baker also 
introduces other novel features. On the assumption that most 
people are many-sided, each of the main characters is 
played by three actors representing as many aspects of their 
personalities; and when inner conflicts occur—when Ham- 
let’s human side, for instance, is outraged by his matricidal 
partner—two or even three spokesmen make themselves 
heard and sometimes in the same sentence. In the stage pro- 
duction, the costumes are stylized, untraditional and free 
from association with any historical period. 


All this is quite ingenious and will undoubtedly annoy 
the “Elizabethan purists.” I am neither an Elizabethan nor 
a purist, so I am not annoyed. I am confused, however. It 
seems to me that it is no harder to accept a ghost than a 
triple incarnation. Moreover, why stop at three sides? Ham- 
let is at least hexagonal or the Shakespearean scholars would 
not have subjected him to such a plethora of exegetic dis- 
cussion, 

Furthermore, the babble of contrapuntal, antiphonal and 
echo effects interfere with the lucidity of the Shakespearean 
speech, not.to mention its poetic grandeur. This is a fin- 
ished production, nevertheless, and a credit to the student 
actors, Mr. Baker, his associates and the university that gives 
them house room. 


THE CONCERT-MASTERS of New York, a newly 
organized string ensemble conducted by David Brockman, 
gets its name from the fact that its personnel is composed 
of former concert-masters of American orchestras. Certainly 
its performance has a glossiness of tone, facility, precision 
and emotional warmth that are quite outstanding. A Bach- 
Paganini program on a recording just made consists of the 
Chaconne from the Partita No. 2 for solo violins in a tran- 
scription by Emanuel Vardi, the Brandenburg Concerto No. 3 
and five Paganini Caprices by Michel Gusikoff, formerly 
concertmaster of the St. Louis and Philadelphia orchestras, 
A transcription of a standard masterpiece is always risky, 
but the brilliant performance here given more than justifies 
this one; (Decca, One 12-inch L.P.) 


A BROADCAST made by the late Kathleen Ferrier from 
Norway has been reproduced and released for the first time 
through the good offices of her sister. Her program consists 
of songs by Purcell, Hugo Wolf, Handel and a Norwegian 
composer named L. Jensen, Miss Ferrier's exceptional beauty 
of voice and her pure high-minded artistic sense are apparent 
in each of these songs. The recital was given to piano accom- 
paniment and in the presence of what sounded like an 
enthusiastic audience. The reproduction is favorable to the 
voice and its sensitive use. (Decca, One 12-inch LP.) 


Poulenc Opera on T'V 


Good Performance of Weak Score

THE NBC OPERA COMPANY is an enterprising 
and courageous organization. Within its very brief history, it 
has shown itself to be a devoted friend, not only of established 
repertory fare, but of contemporary—hence controversial— 
scores. Admittedly, it is, as yet, too occasional in its nature 
to exert much influence upon our national operatic think- 
ing (it will have to be much more in the public eye before 
it can achieve that cherished goal); but its outlook is whole- 
some, and its performances maintain a consistent level of 
competence. 


Not long ago, I dedicated the better part of a Sunday 
afternoon to a telecast of Francis Poulenc’s opera “Dialogues 
of the Carmelites,” which this company produced by ar- 
rangement with KSD-TV. 


My first—and strongest—reaction to this telecast is a pro- 
found sense of gratitude.I entertain the uneasy feeling that, 
had not the NBC group produced “Dialogues of the Car- 
melites,” I should have lived out the rest of my years without 
ever encountering a professional performance of it. As it 
turned out, the NBC production was not only professional 
(a term which refers to technical qualities), but mature, dec- 
orus, and, at all times, appropriate to the spirit of the drama. 


BEYOND TELLING YOU that “Dialogues of the Car- 
melites” concerns itself with the plight and eventual destruc- 
tion of an order of Carmelite nuns at the time of the French 
Revolution, I can offer you no information regarding the plot 
of the opera. Years of opera attendance have convinced me 
that most operatic texts make no sense whatever; being, at 
worst, imponderable compounds of rhetorical gibberish, and, 
at best, beams upon which to hang a musical score. More- 
over, the singing of words deflects attention from literary 
meaning to musical aesthetics, and if one demands verbal 
comprehension, one had much better go to a play than to an 
opera. Accordingly, I make it a point to ignore operatic 
words. If the visual spectacle and the music can furnish 
me with a dramatic synopsis, that is enough for me. If not, 
I gather that I have seen a very poor opera. 

I realize that my method has its limitations, and that, oc- 
casionally, I miss out on a rare verbal treat. One reading— 
in my study—of Georg Buchner’s “Wozzeck,” sufficed to con- 
vince me that Berg's opera was set to an ineffably superb 
text. However, one “Wozzeck” is not adequate compensation 
for the myriad of “Tristan,” “Boheme” and “Faust” literary 
concoctions generally set before one as soon as the prelude 
is out of the way; and my rule still stands. 


SO THAT IN SPITE of the fact that “Dialogues of the 
Carmelites” was sung in English, I am happily innocent of 
the nature of its libretto, and I intend to remain so until I 
can read it in play form. I might add that the diction of 
the singers—the weakest aspect of the production—would 
not have been of much use to me had I been intent upon 
every word. 

Poulenc’s music seemed agreeable, but hardly more. 
It lacked dramatic incisiveness. It was utterly devoid of 
character.

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Recession in TV 

Boxing Expected. 

N Associatéd Press story 
Aci of New York predicts 

there will be a curtail- 
ment of television boxing in 
the New Year. Among the | 
reasons given are possible 
breakup of the International 
Boxing Club through a-court 
decision and lack of enough 
talent to assure good bouts 
in the number. demanded by 
the two or three weekly pro- 
grams now being aired. 

The I. B.C. has come under 
severe criticism as an alleged 
monopoly because it controls 
the two big nation-wide net- 
work boxing programs each 
week, but the virtual impos- 
sibility of rival,-independent 
promoters providing matches 
in TV competition is so ob- 
vious that it needs no com- 
ment. 

If the I. B. C. is broken 
up and the contracts for the 
programs voided, it probably 
will mean the end of these 
performances which have 
been going on for nearly ten 
years. Independent promot- 
ve will be unable to fill the 

ill. 

And it has been clear to 
boxing men for a long time 


good contests to merit na- 
tional television 51 weeks of 
the year, twice a week. 

The TV shows burn up tal- 
ent faster than it can be de- 
veloped with the result that 
many such bouts are not 
even real main events, or 
wouldn’t be so considered 
except for TV commitments. 

It has been a natural 
thing for viewers to demand 
nothing but the best. ‘Much 
of the boxing has not been of 
top class and, as with any 
other sport, honestly con- 
tested, a good show cannot 
be guaranteed. 

Even topnotch boxers 
sometimes turn in mediocre 
performances as do athletes 
in every other line of en- 
deavor. Experienced ringside 
fans recognize this possibil- 
ity and are not too disturbed 
by it. 

Not so with many dial side 
viewers. They want a han 
mer and tongs match every 
time they turn on the set and 
no excuses are accepted. 

Garden Bouts. 

EFORE TV, Madison 

Square Garden carried a 

magic name. People gen- 
erally had the idea that Gar- 
dent bouts were always glam- 
orous, earth-shaking 
tacles. 

It was customary to hear a 
person who had visited New 
York rave about some bout 
he had seen in the Garden 
while deriding a similar 
match which he had seen in 
his own home town and for 
which he paid about a third 
of a Garden admission. 

Now, the country has be- 
come aware of the fact that 
bouts in New York frequently 
are anything but sensational 
and that anyone buying a 
ticket to a fight or turning 
his dial to see one takes his 
chance on seeing a great one 
or a poor one. 

The same thing holds true 
for other sports but people 
are generally far more criti- 
cal of boxing than of any- 
thing else in the sports field. 

Why this should be true 
might be explained by a psy- 
chologist. Milligns have be- 
come fight judges, referees 
and critics since the advent 
of TV and when contests have 
not measured up to their ex- 
pectations they have become 
soured.

Even 
when stocked in sizable num- 
ber, crappie tend to disappear 
alter a few years. 

The Tea Lake experiment is 
designed to show how crappie 
will fare when the number and 
species of fish in the gond is 
carefully controlled. 


As soon as the lake is com- 


pleted; crappie will be placed 
in it at a ratio of about two-to- 
one over bluegill,,which are) 
prolific breeders. 

When the lake is opened to 
fishing in the spring, complete 
records will be kept of the 
amount and size of bluegill 
and crappie caught. In addi- 
tion, extensive surveys of the 
fish population will be made 
with the help of technicians 
frrom the Missouri Conserva- 
tion Commission. 

“A lot of fishermen, Includ- 
ing many in our organization, 
use pole and: line,” Lorenzon 
explained. “They don't go after 
bass, like the bait casters and 
fly fishermen. 

“For that reason, it would be 
preferable, in many instances, 
to have ponds that are stocked 
with pan fish only.”

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Local Home Builders Head 
Says Million New Homes 
Are Needed Next Year 


By JOHN B. HERDLEIN 
President Home Builders Asso- 
ciation of Greater St. Louis. 

The past year in the home 
building industry was marked 
with considerable action and 
reaction. Many prospective 
home buyers were unduly dis- 
couraged through a misunder- 
standing of the mortgage 
money situation. Money has 
to be purchased, the same as 
any other commodity necessary 
to build houses. 

The VA program was dealt 
a death blow because under 
existing Federal regulations the 
cost of money for VA houses 
was more than the builder 
could afford to pay and still 
offer the completed house at 
a controlled price. 

The lower down payment 
FHA bill has proved a poor 
stimulant. Kh came too late 
in the year. The down .pay- 
ment is still too high to reach 
lower income families. Eligi- 


bility requirements for buyers 
are too severe and regulations 
imposed on the lender are a 
hindrance. 

The industry fs slowly be- 
ginning to recover from a mid- 
year slump. This, as well as 
other encouraging factors, 
makes the industry outlook for 
"58 seem brighter. We need 
1,000,000 new houses next year 
to satisfy basic requirements 
and the means must be forth- 
coming to enable persons to 
acquire these houses. Indica- 
tion are that by mid-year con- 
ditions will favor the return 
of money to the home mort- 
gage market. 

We are working to liberalize 
qualifications of home buyers. 
Considerable progress has been 
made on ways and means to 
insure the top part of conven- 
tional loans and I look strongly 
to this factor to increase the 
volume of new home sales for 
the future.

Building Outlook for 58? 
Expert Sees It Bumping 
Along From Peak to Peak 


The following article consists of excerpts from the annual 
Dodge outlook statement prepared by Thomas 8S. Holden of F. w, 
Dodge Corporation, construction news and marketing specialists. 


Fer the thirteenth consecu- 
tive year an all-time peak is 
being reached in the dollar vol- 
ume of contracts for new con- 
struction, although the physi- 
cal volume has just about run 
even with the preceding year. 
Actually, total building floor 
space is running an estimated 
2 per cent behind 1956, but 
there is some offsetting gain 


in the physical volume of 
heavy engineering construc- 


tion. 

The total 1957 dollar volume 
of building and engineering 
contracts, at an estimated $32,- 
108,000,000, is a 2 per cent 
gain over 1956. This not very 
spectacular peak naturally re- 
flects mixed trends among the 
various categories of building 
and engineering projects..- 

Peak dollar volumes of con- 
tracts are likely to be recorded 
for the following major clas- 
sifications: cummercial build- 
ings, educational buildings, 
hospitals, religious buildings, 
public works and public utili- 
ties. 

Moderate declines are ex- 
pected to occur in dollar con- 
tract volume of manufacturing 
buildings, public buildings, so- 
cial and recreational projects, 
miscellaneous non-residential 
buildings and residential build- 
ings. 

Housing Prospects. 

Non-farm housing starts this 
year will reach a total very 
close to a million units. Al- 
though larger than any annual 
total previous to 1949, this is 
nowadays looked upon as a 
rather unsatisfactory volume. 
In fact, it is a drop of 10 per 
cent from 1956 and a full 25 
per cent behind the near rec- 
ord housing rate of 1955. 

Since residential building is 
customarily the largest single 
category in the whole construc- 
tion picture, because it affects 
many industries, businesses, 
and individuals, and since its 
trends command wide atten- 
tion in the daily and business 
press, many people seem to 
look upon housing as_ the 
whole construction industry. 

While mounting costs have 
tended to narrow somewhat the 
market for new housing, a 
more important factor in the 
recent two-year decline has 
been tight money. Rising in- 
terest rates made investments 
in bonds and _ conventional 
mortgages much more attrac- 
tive to lending institutions 
than government-insured mort- 
gages with their prevailing lim- 
itations on interest rates. 

Lending on VA-insured mort- 
gages almost petered out, and 
lending on FHA-insured mort- 
gages declined steadily until 
the terms were liberalized in 
the middle of this year. 

Conventional home mortages, 
with flexible interest rates, con- 
tinued at practically level vol- 
ume. These loans generally re- 
quire larger down payments 
than government-insured mort- 
gages and are used to finance 
purchases of houses in middle 
and high cost ranges, the types 
that have predominated in the 
1957 housing market. In con- 
trast, the record housing ac- 
tivity of 1950 and the near- 
record activity of 1955 had 
been financed with vast num- 
bers of low down payment gov- 
ernment-issued loans. 

It was thought early in 1957 
that Congress would act speed- 
ily to revitalize the market for 
VA-insured loans by lifting the 
ceiling on interest rates. This 
Congress did not do, and in 
consequence the VA-insured 
mortgage has ceased to be an 
active factor in the housing 
market. 

It seems entirely possible 
that the veteran’s Housing pro- 
gram may be permitted to ex- 
pire as scheduled in 1958. 

FHA did raise its permis- 
sible interest rates slightly, and 
Congress amended the National 
Housing Act to permit lower 
down-payments on FHA-in- 
sured loans. 

Congress placed a fairly tight 


" restriction on the amount of 


discount permitted on the sale 
of FHA-insured mortgages, 
thus limiting somewhat the ef- 
fectiveness of the liberalized 
terms in encouraging a steady 
flow of investment into this 
channel. Congress will probably

be asked to ease this restric 
tion. 

The relief given by Congress 
to the home mortgage situation 
was somewhat too little and too 
late to affect 1957 housing vol- 
ume in any large measure, 
though more pronounced fe- 
sults are expected in 1958. 

Our estimate, made last year, 
of moderately increased hous- 
ing volume in 1957 was based 
upon the assumption of early 
action by Congress. This action 
came later than expected; the 
result is that while the upturn 
came, it was delayed, and the 
total volume of housing activity 
for the year will show a decline 
from the 1956 level rather than 
the estimated increase. The 
1958 housing market will bene- 
fit from the liberalized down 
payment terms on FHA-insured 
loans and also from two other 
factors. 

First, individual savings have 
increased, The Securities and 
Exchange Commission has re- 
ported that Americans put 
away $9,200,000,000 in savings 
during the first six months of 
1957, more than in any first 
half in over a decade, about 
24 per cent more than in the 
first half of 1956. 

In the second place, next 
year’s expected decline in bus- 
iness investment in new plant 
and equipment will ease the 
competition for funds as be- 
tween housing projects and in- 
dustrial expansion programs. 

Potential housing demand 
continues strong. Population 
continues to grow by the ad- 
dition of 3,000,000 persons an- 


nually, household formations 
continue at relatively hich 
rates, housing vacancies con- 


tinue abnormally low. 

To ordinary demolitions are 
added growing numbers occa- 
sioned by the national highway 
and urban renewal programs. 

Community Improvements. 

Strong demands for hospl- 
tals, churches, school and col- 
lege buildings continue un- 
abated, even after the recoré 
volumes of recent years. 

In the school field, demands 
for high school buildings have 
become very pressing: these 
are usually buildings of more 
costly type than grade schools. 
Some school building programs 
have been waiting for possible 
federal aid, some have been 
deferred by reason of bond is- 
sues not-being voted, some are 
being restudied in the interests 
of economy. 

Colleges are working on ex- 
pansion programs and planning 
money-raising drives for fi- 
nancing required new build- 
ings. 

With current rates of popu- 
lation growth and community 
change, demand for enlarged 
and improved community facil- 
ities naturally continues very 
strong. This applies to retail 
shopping facilities, as well as 
to parking lots and parking 
garages, water supply, sewers, 
gas and electric utilities, and 
all other customary improve- 
ments. 

In the aggregate, potential 
construction demand is being 
continually pushed ahead -by 
the pressures of economic 
growth. This is naturally the 
main factor in appraising the 
construction outlook. 

However, the speed of ad- 
vance in 1958, the types of 
building and engineering proj- 
ects which will show further 
increases and the types that 
may decline, are all very much 
subject to immediate forces i: 
the general economic picture 

The 1958 Outlook. 

For the first time, F 
Dodge Corporation is prese: 
ing construction outlook esti- 
mates based on its new 4 
state statistical coverage of 
construction contracts. The ad- 
vantage in comprehensiveness 
over previous contract statis- 
tics and previous outlook esti- 
mates is obvious. 

Signs and omens for next 
year seem to point to im- 
provement in the construction 
picture as a whole, with some 
variations in detail. 

For total building and en- 
gineering contracts in the 48 
states, we estimate $33,830,000.- 
000 for 1958; this would be an 
increase of five per cent over 
this year. 

Dollar volume of non-res- 
idential building contracts is 
estimated to increase one per 
cent; residential building con- 
tracts, to increase eight per 
cent; total building contracts, 
five per cent; public works and 
utilities contracts, seven per 
cent. 

Public and private ownership 
projects are expected to share 
proportionately in such increas- 
es as take place. 

Since some further rises in 
construction” costs are antici- 
pated, physical volumes are 
likely in some cases to increase 
by somewhat smaller precent- 
ages than dollar volumes. 

Increases are estimated for 
educational buildings, hospitals, 
religious buildings, and resi- 
dential buildings. Moderate de- 
clines are indicated for eom- 
mercial, manufacturing, and 
public buildings, sal and 
recreational projects, and mis- 
cellaneous non-resider tial build- 
ings. 
We estimate an increase of 
six per cent in the number of 
new non-farm dwelling unit 
starts. 

Conspicueus in any rise in 
the heavy engineering eategoz 
would be increased expend- 
itures for new highway con- 
struction which is almost cer- 
tain to reach a new peak. So 
also will educational, hospital, 
and religious buildings if the 
ewes shown here are real-

THE FUNNIEST THING HAPPENED before we came

A WOMAN'S CRY, “Oh, no, 
no,” pierced the midnight quiet 


of Buell avenue in Joliet, Ill 
The cry was fotlowed by 
screams, then silence. 

Three months have elapsed 


since the September night Miss 
Amelia J. (Mollie) Zelko, Joliet 
newspaper executive, vanished 
after driving from the offices 
of the Joliet Spectator to her 


home on elm-shaded Buell 
avenue. There has been no 
word, no clue; she simply 
vanished. 


Investigators believe the’ Chi- 
cago crime syndicate, sinister 
underworld organization whose 
present leaders inherited their 
power from the late Al Capone 
and his terrifying henchmen of 
the Prohibition era, is respon- 
sible. 

Why should anyone wish to 
harm Mollie Zelko, 47-year-old 
spinster, business manager of 
the weekly Spectator? A pos- 
sible motive, in fact the most 
likely motive, was a campaign 
by her newspaper against pin- 
ball machines in Joliet. 

William F. McCabe, publisher 
of the Spectator, bluntly at- 
tributed Miss Zelko’s. dis- 
appearance to “hoodlums.” Mc- 
Cabe, 73 years old and in fail- 
ing health, has good reason to 
suspect hoodlums. He has never 
fully recovered from a brutal 
beating received in a political 
fight involving gambling ele- 
ments in 1948. His legs were 
broken with an iron bar and he 
suffered injuries that caused 
him to be hospitalized for a 
year 

Because of Mr. McCabe's in- 
firmities, Miss Zelko, owner of 
48 per cent of the stock in the 
newspaper, a $200,000 property, 
had assumed more and more 
responsibility in the operation 
of the Spectator. Although her 
duties primarily were in the 
business office, she had taken 
the lead in editorial direction 
and policy matters. 

The Joliet City Council 
legalized pinball operations in 
1955. McCabe and Miss Zelko 
successfully supported William 
H. Wilson for a place on the 
council. Wilson's vote in the 
seven-member council last 
May turned the tables on the 
pinball interests. The ordinance 
permitting pinballs was _ re- 
scinded, with the result that 
the “four-legged successors to 
the “one-armed bandits” will be 
forced into retirement Jan. 1. 
The unexpected turn of events 
inspired Will county author- 
ities to pledge a similar ouster 
of coin-operated devices from 
the county generally 

The gambling kingpin in the 
northern Illinois counties is 
tall, slender Francis J. (Slim) 
Curry, reputed millionaire, of 
Joliet. Curry formerly con- 
ducted extensive handbook and 
slot machine operations. He 
later became interested in pin- 
balls, which are legal under 
local option. 

Miss Zelko directed personal 
attacks against Curry, known in 
Joliet as “The Thin Man,” 
through her column in the 
Spectator. She suggested that a 
lavish social affair at which 
Mrs. Curry was hostess, in the 
brick mansion the Currys oc- 
cupy on Western avenue, should 
have been styled “Crime and 
Its Connections,” instead of re- 
ceiving the customary society 
section treatment. 

Curry, impervious to barbs 
directed at him, is described as 
“very touchy” when his family 
is attacked. He was outspoken 
in his resentment of Miss 
Zelko's editorial harassment. 

Miss Zelko'’s attacks also 
were directed against other 
targets. Julius Schlensky, a for-

“I'm in trouble and I'm 
going to get my head blown 
off,” she told Mrs. Alice Ber- 
gin of Chicago. Miss Zelko 
did not explain the remark. 


Devoted to her work, Miss 
Zelko spent long hours at the 
Spectator. She had worked 
late the night of her disappear- 
ance, Sept. 25, and called 
“sood night” to several em- 
ploves when she walked out at 
11:30 p.m 

She is a member of a large 
family. Her. father, four 
brothers and married sister 
live in Joliet, and she occupied 
an apartment in a dwelling 
owned by a brother. 

She liked Florida and Colo- 
rado vacations and expensive 
jewelry. The night she disap- 
peared Miss Zelko wore a 
$1000 diamond ring and a 
bracelet set with 30 diamonds, 
valued at $5000. She also was 
the possessor of a fabulous 
ring, a 17%2-carat Brazilian 
diamond having an estimated 
value of $37,000. 

She wore the diamond, “big 
as a doorknob,” at Gov. Wil- 
liam G. Stratton’s inauguration 
at Springfield, then locked it 
in a vault. She was not wearing 
it the night of Sept, 24.

It is not necessary 
to cause a woman to vanish 
merely to obtain her jewels. 
The diamonds she wore dis- 
appeared with her. If they were 
the motive they could be ex- 
pected to have been traced to 
some “fence” by the police 
seeking every possible clue. 


The secret recording of a 
telephone conversation indicat- 
ing collusion among contrac- 
tors in rigging bids on a $4,-

ities in their search for the key 
to her disappearance. 

Involved in the recording, 
obtained about three years ago 
by tapping a contractor's tele- 
phone line, was the Joliet 
sewer job, which was being let 
in sections.

The Civil Defense 
organization furnished planes 
and ground searchers. Hell- 
copters from Chicago were 
hired and wooded areas were 
combed, without any article of 
clothing. or any other clue, 
being found. With the advent 
of the fall hunting season 
authorities were hopeful that 
a hunter. or his dog, might 
turn up some trace. But none 
has been found. 

Because it was a kidnaping, 
the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation entered the search as ob- 
servers.

Mollie Zelko 
has left the sphere of her ac- 
tivity completely. 


Police have explored the

Headed by Sam (Mooney) 
Giancona, this criminal group 
has made an appearance in 
Peoria, Springfield, Joliet 
and along the Illtnois-Wiscon- 
sin line.

Expensive automobiles, the 
type prized by gangsters, 
were observed in the tree- 
shaded streets near the man- 
sion of Francis Curry. 


Frank LaPorte of Chicago 
Heights, is another leader of 
the younger Capone Syndicate 
LaPorte was a close associate 
of Albert Anastasia, recently 
murdered New York racketeer, 
gangster and killer. He also is 
an associate of Frank Zito, a 
Mafia member of Springfield,

authorities say, include James

We always save the 
ones with family pictures or 
personal messages, put the 
others away intending to give 
them to a hospital or institu- 
tion. Invariably we wait until 
the institutions are begging 
people not to give them any 
more greeting cards. 

Some people cut out. the 
Santas, the angels, the trees, 
and affix them to plain paper 
folders and make their own 
gift tags for the next year. We 
used many of ours making 
place mats for a church sup- 
per, decorations for the house. 
But the most effective use of 
Christmas cards we've seen is 


that donee by the Gregory 
Lucys who save their cards 
until next year and make a 


huge display of them on the 
front porch of their house. 


So colorful and unusual {fs 
their spotlighted display that 
traffic moves slowly along 
Newport avenue in Webster 
Groves where the Lucys live. 
Even among all the ingeni- 
ous lighting decorations it 
attracts attention and the 
Lucys have gotten used to 
having people tiptoe up on 
their porch for a closer look. 


A BLOW-UP of their own 
card decorates the front door 
and it’s always an original de- 
sign. They send out many cards 
and receive many, so they se- 
lect about 1000 for the display. 
\ giant Santa Claus is affixed 
between the two fragt windows 
on the porch. Then they string 
cards across the windows and 


work out from there, taping 
the cards to the brick wall.

> TRUE ENOUGH—we face the New Year in an uneasy 
world where a thousand uncertainties exist. At the risk 
of being called a reactionary, I would advance what seems 
an important reason why this is so. The reason is our 
penchant for confusing change in any direction whatever 
with progress. It may be that change is inevitable and that 
man is not a creature to whom choice is possible, although 
I have never been willing to admit this. But even if it Is 
inevitable, I contend that change is not always progress. 
The universe is never static, but it experiences—-sad to say 
erfetrogression as well as progression. 


During the past decade, and especially during the last 
year or two, our world has allocated a large part of its 
total resources of wealth and intellect to various fields of 
technological and scientific research. Every worker in these 
fields of investigation considers that his is the dedicated 
search for Truth which is the aim and end of science. Yet 
no less a thinker than Bertrand Russell recently pointed 
out that almost 99 per cent of all our expenditure of money 
and intellect in research has as its primary aim the ex- 
termination of life on our planet. His percentage figure 
may be high, but when we call this progress on either side 
of the Iron Curtain, something has obviously gone wrong 
with our thinking. Perhaps the truths for which we search 
may contain more good than evil and in this case some 
progress mey result if we survive.

This is a private party— 
which means one that is not

But etiquette still 
governs it strictly just the 
same. A _ footman serves 


sherry and canapes and even 
though the Princess is host- 
ess, she must be offered 
them first. The man cannot 
sit down unless she does and 
he cannot smoke a cigarette 
until the Princess has put 
one of her favorite American 
brand into her long ivory 
holder. He must let her 
guide all the conversation 
and decide when they leave 
to see the play she has 
chosen, 


They travel to the theater in 
the Princess's own black Rolls 
Royce limousine, with her 
Scotland Yard detective always 
near at hand. He sits close to 
the Princess in the theater and 
has the adjoining table when 
they go on to supper and danc- 


ing. His keen watchful eyes 
never leave her all the eve- 
ning. The man cannot even 


ask Princess Margaret to 
dance. He has to wait until she 
says to him: “I should like to 
dance this” before he can lead 
her off. When they finally de- 
part, the whole party accom- 
panies Princess Margaret back 
to Clarence House. There in 
the hall she says a formal 
“Good-night” and after the 
elevator has taken her up, they 
then go to their own homes 

It's all part of the elaborate 
system of court etiquette which 
surrounds the younger sister 
of Queen Elizabeth. 


PRINCESS MARGARET is 
exceptionally attractive, petite 
and slender, with a skin like 
creamy magnolia petals, dark 
brown hair and big expressive 
violet-blue eyes. She dresses 
elegantly, talks wittily and 
has a sparkling sense of fun. 


She makes no secret of the 
fact she likes male company 
and enjoys being compli- 


mented and admired 

But the very fact of her rank 
presents her with enormous 
problems where the opposite 
sex is concerned. How difficult 
it is for any man to feel ro- 
mantic on that evening out. He 
is only momentarily alone with 
her while they dance and the 
detective’s stare is upon them 
all the time.

There's no doubt she 
would like to fall in love and 
marry and become a happy 
wife and mother as her elder 
sister has done. But partly

and also because of her own 
temperament which very few 
appreciate, the Princess is still 
unable to reach out and grasp 
her woman's destiny. 

“Everybody. seems to. get 
married but me,” the Princess 
said when yet another of her 
friends announced her engage- 
ment recently, It was a cry 
from the heart, unutterably sad 
and wistful. 

Of course, Princess Marga- 
ret is escorted about by many 
highly-eligible bachelors. In- 
deed, it is a mark of social 
success to be included in what 
Mayfair knows as “The Mar- 
garet Set.” But all these men 
are accepted at court and 
nearly always the Princess has 
been acquajnted with them all 
her life. They are the sons of 
wealthy or titled people who 
are distant relatives or at least 
trusted old friends of the roval 
family. ; 

As a child, Princess Margaret 
would meet these little boys at 
children’s parties at Bucking- 
ham Palace. Now they are her 
partners at brilliant charity 
balls or palace receptions, dine 
formally with the Queen Mother 
at Clarence House, attend the 
Same country house-parties 
when they accompany Princess 
Margaret riding or walking in 
the woods or watching dog 
trials perhaps. They are fre- 
quently musical, for Princess 
Margaret loves to play the 
piano and sing popular num- 
bers or invite her friends to 
listen to recitals from her own 
enormous collection of records. 


They all know exactly how 
to treat a royal princess. She 
cannot be regarded as “just 
the same as any other girl” 
since.even in the country it 
is difficult to be alone with 
her for more than a few mo- 
ments. For the Princess must 
be the one to say, “Shall we 
go for a quiet stroll beside 
the river?” or suggest a visit 
for two people only to the 
library “to choose a book to 
read.” 


There is almost no oppor- 
tunity for that growing sense 
of awareness of each other 
which young people need as 
they gradually fall in love. It 
has to be started by Princess 
Margaret herself and, it must 
be confessed, she is terribly 
afraid of making any mistake. 
For she cannot flirt and tease 
and change her mind later on 
if she feels like it. Princesses 
are not permitted that. When 
she shows a man her warm 
regard, it has to be a definite 
sign her interest in him Is 
serious. Love can lead only 
formally and directly to mar- 
riage for such an exalted royal 
lady. 

At 18 Princess Margaret 
made her official debut in Lon- 
don, wearing the traditional 
white gown and pearls. In the 
10 years that have elapsed 
since then many men have let 
it be plainly seen they were 
fascinated by the gay little 


Princess. Her escorts have in- 
cluded the Earl of Dalkeith, 
Lord Porchester, the Hon. 
Colin Tenant, Christopher 
Lloyd, Lord Hambledon and 
Lord Ogilvy. All well-known 
at court, all extremely attentive 
and all presently dropping out 
and marrying other girls. That 
magic spark which fuses two 
person’s hearts together was 
never struck. 

Some, it’s admitted, found 
themselves so embarrassed by 
the endless rumors, the report- 
ers and photographers and 
eager inquiries of their friends, 
they gave up all hopes very 
early. 

Princess Margaret herself 
once confided to a woman in- 
timate: “I never get a chance 
to make up my mind anyway— 
the opportunities are always 
snatched away.” 


SHE REALIZES, nobody bet- 
ter, that any man who takes 
her dancing or drives her in his 
car will immediately become 
big news. She sometimes telts 
her escort to shake hands for- 
mally as though saying “good 
night” and leave the night club 
by the back door, rejoining her 
car again in another street, 
while she walks out through 
the front entrance to wave to 
the inevitable crowd of specta- 
tors. Perhaps the Princess has 
sighed t@ see an admirer in 
whom she was becoming inter- 


ested deciding to go to New 
York or South Africa “on im- 
portant business,” but she has 
fully understood why he left. 


Highly sensitive herself, Prin- 
cess Margaret can appreciate 
this feeling in others, too. 


A girl who was mentally 
tough and forthright might 
be able to deal with all these 
complex problems easily but 
little Princess Margaret hides 
an inner shyness and uncer- 
tainty of heart under her cool 
outwardly-regal poise. It will 
always be difficult for her 
to propose to the man she 


chooses but that is what she 
will probably have to do. 


“What Margaret truly needs 
is a masterful man, to sweep 
her off her feet and into his 
arms. But then so few would 
dare to do that to the Queen’s 
sister.” One of the Queen’s 
own friends made that wise 
observation. 

Ideally, the solution would 
be for a suitor of royal birth 
to come on the scene. 

“You were so lucky,” Prin- 
cess Margaret has told her sis- 
ter with frank envy.. For it 
was as Princess Elizabeth that 
the Queen fell in love with 
Prince Philip of the exiled 
Greek Royal Family, so’ they 
met on equal terms right from 
the start. Another Prince could 
treat Princess Margaret without 
formal ceremony and need not 
wait for her toset the lead. He 
could invite her to go out, en- 
tertain her privately, give her 
presents and talk to her as any 
other man addresses the girl 
who charms him.

Just 
12 hours after they had first 
shaken hands, romantic 
rumors were flying’ 

“But I don't think I should 
want to be a Queen anyway,” 
Princess Margaret said then. 

Her desire is always for a 
simple home and family life, 
cherished and surrounded by 
those she loves. As a school-

She collects model glass 
and china ornaments, uses a 
low stool for relaxing on as 
often as not, and wears only 
pearl or diamond jewelry as a 
rule. 


HER DREAM OF HAPPI- 
NESS is not to sit upon a 
throne. There was a report 
she was to meet King Badouin 
of Belgium last summer so 
they might get to know each 
other, but so far Princess Mar- 
garet’s only acquaintance with 
the Belgian King is when he 
attended the funeral of her 
father, King George VI at 
Windsor Castle five years ago. 
They did not exchange more 
than a few sentences appro- 
priate to the occasion. 

When Princess Margaret 
dreams of the future, she sees 
herself as the wife of a man 
not always standing in the full 
blaze of world limelight. They 
share a gracious country house 
and there are children in the 
picture. Princess Margaret is 
godmother to 12 sons and 
daughters of her friends and an 
adoring “Aunt Margot” to 
Prince Charles and Princess 
Anne. She takes them driving 
in her small gray car, cooks 
sausages for them at open-air 
barbecues, sends them picture 
postcards when she travels and 
buys them _ surprise _ gifts. 
Princess Ann often calls her 
“the nicest, kindest aunt in the 
whole world.” Currently Prin- 
cess Margaret is teaching her 
niece to sing. Gay laughter 
often rings out from the room 
in which they practice. How 
much happier Princess Mar- 
garet would be if her own 
daughter stood beside the 
piano with her. 


She might choose any man 
from the approved court circle. 
He would have to be rich 
enough to maintain a suitable 
standard of life, personally con- 
genial to the rest of the Royal 
Family and understand all the 
special duties, traditions and 
responsibilities attached to a 
princess. Princess Margaret 
could not contract a legal mar- 
riage witheut the written con- 
sent of her sister the Queen, 
who would certainly ask her 
Prime Minister and the Arche 
bishop of Canterbury for their 
views before giving her per- 
mission.

As a 
member of the royal house- 
hold staff, Peter enjoyed 
daily companionship with 
the Princess in the ordinary 
course of his duties and soon 
came to see a side of her 
the other men have never 
done. She walked in the 
gardens with Peter, joked 
with him, went to little par- 
ties in his care, made him 
dance and drive and tel] her 
about the way people live in 
the world beyond the palace 
walls. | 


“Propinquity did it,” as the 
palace staff was soon saying, 
shaking their heads because 
they knew romance could never 
bloom. Peter was a divorced 
man and he had neither wealth 
nor an aristocratic family. With 
tears and sadness, Princess 
Margaret had to send him away 
at last. 

Few know they still commu-

That is his secret and ex- 
plains her undoubted reli- 
ance upon him. Princess 
Margaret has always been 
drawn to him because they 
share a realization of what 
grief means. For Billy’s fath- 
er, Capt. Euan Wallace, bril- 
liant politician and one time 
Minister of Transport, died 
when his son was a child 
and within the next 10 years, 
four of Billy’s brothers had 
been killed in the war.

And ill-health has 
always dogged him in the bar- 
gain. As a child he had to 
spend many months in bed 
owing to a liver complaint.

He has been escorting 
Princess Margaret about for 
years now and he was the first 
man with whom she dined after 
her renunciation of Peter Town- 
send. He certainly understands 
her and he has seen royal life 
at sufficiently close quarters 
to be sympathetic toward its 
heartbreak and its stern de- 
mands. The Queen finds Billy 
pleasant and the Duke of Edin- 
burgh goes shooting with him 
in Scotland. The Queen Mother 
calls him “Billy boy” and al- 
ways chooses a special gift for 
him at Christmas. 


So on nerve-racking official 
occasions, in the quiet of coun- 
try house-parties or simply 
“having fun” in London, Billy 
Wallace is the loyal, under- 
standing friend whom Princess 
Margaret likes to have around, 
As any girl would do, but more 
especially when she is a royal 
lady who must be aloof and 
therefore a little lonely. 


Will Princess Margaret de- 
cide to solve her problems by 
marrying him? The answer now 
seems to be “No.” But her 
family would be delighted if 
she did, and the Queen would 
soon give him a title, probably 
making him an Earl. It would 
be a happy story-book ending 
at last and bring to Princess 
Margaret that inner peace and 
warm fulfillment she admits 
she longs so deeply to find.

' 1 See You Hate Her, Alligator 


SOME ALLIGATORS, as everyone knows, are peculiar. 
The heroine of “AN ALLIGATOR NAMED DAISY,” 
English eomedy at the RICHMOND THEATER, doesn't 
like Diana Dors. Now, who, except an alligator, eould 
fail to see the charms of Diana Dors? Acting may be 
something else again, but an alligator isn’t supposed te 
be a eritic. Anyway, the lack of love between the alliga- 
tor and Diana is the gimmick in what otherwise might 
be a eonventional farce about the young man who dis- 
eovers he’s engaged to the wrong girl. 

Besides the rolling scenery, Diana's attraction for Don- 
ald Sinden as the heroine is that she’s the daughter of 
an imposing millionaire (and who might be as imposing 
as James Robertson Justice?) who owns newspapers, TV 
stations and music publishing houses, who blithely tosses 
out a figure of 250,000 pounds to settle on the couple, 
and who has a mansion so big the guests demand maps 
to find the way out. But Donald has a mutual affec- 
tion with Jeannie Carson (of TV fame) for the alligator, 
and eventually the ugly brute turns out to be Cupid 


in disguise. 

Screenwriter Jack Davies has managed to spin a thin 
plot a long way, and there are several amusing sequences. 
One has the boys in a musical publishing house fervidly 
pounding out two ditties in the space of five minutes, 
on the inspiration of the alligator: something about I 
know you were only crying crocodile tears for me, and 
the Crocodile Crawl. Another has a big alligator race 
which goes awry when a bridge crashes and the specta- 
tors fall in the drink. On the whole, a moderate amount 
of diversion. 


Pretty Tepid Scandal

‘The Music Man’ a Bp a cob Winning

MEREDITH WILLSON’S ‘The Music Man” is easily the 
brightest, breeziest, most winning new musical to come along 
since “My Fair Lady” enchanted us all. Until its first-night 
curtain went up on an exhilarating hiss of steam from a rol- 
licking 1912 locomotive, the season had been busy offering 
us extravaganzas that could be admired for their ambition or 


tolerated for their professionalism. 
It was written to be enjoyed. 


simpler in mind. 

In a single, spellbinding, ex- 
uberant whoop it solved at 
least one of a reviewer's stand- 
ard problems. The morning 
mail generally brings a variety 
of polite, faintly desperate in- 
quiries: what’s a good musical 
to take a couple of intelligent 
teen-agers to, what’s a good 
show for two elderly enthusi- 
asts who don’t get to New York 
very often, what would you rec- 
ommend for an eager young 
man of professional bent who 
wants to find out what makes 
the Broadway theater tick? The 
mail can now be disposed of 
very quickly: “The Music Man” 
is for absolutely everybody. 


It is, In fact, a contradic- 
tion in terms: a charming 
blockbuster. Two infectious 
forces seem to be at work at 
once. There is the grinning, 
easygoing, cornfed gaucherie 
of River City, Iowa, during 
the years when barbershop 
harmony was the finest of 
fine arts, when large ladies 
in large bloomers delighted 
in striking “Greek” pecses, 
when the player-plano never 
stopped playing and “swell” 
was a vulgar word. 


Serving as his own composer, 
Mr. Willson has tapped out a 
lovely, lazy light-as-air shuffle 
for the boys and girls in the 
public library (‘obviously the 
proper place for a bit of soft- 
shoe), He has sounded the 
pitch-pipe nobly for a quartet 
called the Buffalo Bills, letting 
them moon in mellow ardor 
over the charms of “Lida Rose” 
and plunk away at all those 
splendidly foolish questions 
that used to go with tasseled 
furniture (“What can be fair 
in farewell, dear, where is the 
sin in sincere?”). He _ has 
draped the delectable Barbara 
Cook all over a shadowed 
front-porch to whisper lyric 
good-night to someone she’s 
never met and to provide lumi- 
nous counterpoint -for the

song composed almost entirely 
of the words “Gary, Indiana,” 
and a wagon-wheel salute to

The very fresh air of the 
first years of this century 
fills the stage of the Majestic 
as though somebody had just 
opened a window. Nobody is 
dropping a tear for times 
lost; somehow or other we 
have got them back again— 
the ice cream jackets, the 
pancaked derbies, the two- 
step jerking across the gym- 
nasium floor, the flustered 
and secret meeting at the 
footbridge. Mr. Willson’s 
world is very young, its 
heart is brimming over with 
good will, and its smile is 
wonderful. 


But all of this comes under 
the heading of charm, of old- 
fashioned and unabashed be- 
lief in yokeldom.

A joyous 
time-bomb is always on the 
verge of exploding: in some- 
thing as small as the tinny 
clatter of a blue-and-beige 
piano (played with elaborately 
crossed hands Dy pint-sized 
Marilyn Siegel), in something 
as big and blaring as the brass- 
band fury of “Seventy Six 
Trombones.” The grace of the 
evening is in the beaming good 
nature of its people: the drive 
that the opening-night cus- 
tomers applauded in rhythm, 
roars out of the restless under- 
scoring.

Hitchhiker Gets Looser Linesin New F ashions 


The Chemise Silhouette Reaches Best-Selling Classification for 1958 


Rich in Records 


(Editor's Note—A lucky hitchhike and his own imagina- 
tion started an almost penniless watch repairer on the road 
to @ multimillion dollar business. Here’s how it happened.)

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 28 (AP). 
TEN YEARS AGO Car! Doshay was peddling used phono- 
graph records from cardboard bins in supermarkets. Today 
he has a record factory he says wili gross $5,000,000 in 
7 
“That's .wholesale,” adds the 38-year-old president of 
“Tops Records. “Retail, $8,000,000.” 


Once he had to sneak his cartons of juke box castoffs 
into some markets to show managers that housewives 
would buy them at 9 to 29 cents each. 


Now he hires stars like Ann Sothern, Dan Dailey, 


Connie Haines, James Melton and Lena Horne to make 


long-play hi-fi albums. The discs sell in grocery, drug, de- 
partment and dime stores for $1.49—less than half the cost 
of major labels whose racks have moved in beside them. 
Sales in both categories have been stimulated, Doshay says. 


“We help each other. Somebody comes in to buy a 
King Cole (Capitol) and buys one of ours, too, and vice 
versa.” 


Doshay, who says he'll sell nearly 10,000,000 records 
this year, aims his discs at teen-agers and housewives who 
ean't afford higher prices of better known labels. His 
albums are sold in more than 7000 supermarkets and drug 
and department stores. 


But his success didn’t happen overnight. Ten years 
ago he sold his watch-repair business in his native New 
York City for $10,000 to buy a turkey ranch in Southern 
California. He had been stationed here in the Air Force 
and liked the climate. His money became tied up in 
escrow proceedings delayed by the death of the ranch’s 
former owner. 


Doshay, living in a tiny apartment with his 
wife and two children, had to bring in some cash. 
Hitchhiking to a possible opening for a salesman, 
he asked a truck driver about the load of old 
phonograph records he was carrying. The driver 
said he was hauling them to the city dump for 
juke-box operators who had replaced them with 
newer hits. 

“Go ahead, take a few for yourself,” the 
driver invited. 


. DOSHAY DID. That night he played some on a bor- 
rowed record player. 


“Certainly not new,” he recalls musing, “but they could 
be worth a few cents. Why throw playable records away?” 


Next morning he packed about 25 in an open card- 
board box and wrote with crayon on the side: “Your 
favorite old records, 9 cents and up.” He took them to 
record stores. Managers turned him down flat, declaring 
such a sideline would ruin their business in new records. 
Starting home, Doshay went to a supermarket to buy

groceries. He set the box of records on a counter while 
he shopped. Housewives flocked about the old records. 
He asked one woman to return the discs she had selected, 
“I will not!” she said. “Buy your own records!” 


At that instant Doshay got his big idea: Sell records 
in supermarkets. He made a deal with the manager simply 
by bringing him over to the crowd of milling housewives. 
A friend since boyhood, Sam Dickerman, a garment cutter, 
came here from New York to join Doshay in the new 
enterprise. They needed money to buy more records from 
juke-box operators. Doshay's $10,000 was still in escrow. 
A bank official told him: “Get some additional security 
and I'll recommend an interim loan until your money 
clears.” 


Doshay decided to build the business until it 
would serve as the security. 
store to store with cartons of old records he had 
bought from juke-box operators, with his dwin- 
dling funds, for from 1 to 6 cents apiece. 


He’d see that the store had customers, walk in 
quietly with his carton and set it-on a counter. 
Waiting until housewives had begun picking rec- 
ords, he would introduce himself to the manager 
and sell him on the idea. 


He scurried from 


“Sometimes they respect a man who has 
enough push to do something like that,” Doshay 
says. In six days he opened enough accounts to 
satisfy the bank. 


JUKE-BOX OPERATORS were giad to have Doshay 

aul away their old records by the thousands for as low as 

a@ penny apiece. Occasionally he'd find a collector's item 
like a rare Crosby and sell it for $5 to $10. 


A carpenter friend built record racks in his spare 
time. Doshay painted them. Eventually he had 400 used- 
record outlets in Los Angeles and almost 1500 in ll 
western states. 


The markets got 40 per cent of the price. Doshay and 
his partner grossed $50,000 that first year, 1947, and in 
time were buying records all over the country. 


In 1950 they decided to make their own records of 
current hit songs, pricing them far below competitors and 
still selling them in markets. 


Their first record, “My Happiness” 
Gold,” was made with unknown musicians Doshay found 
in a night spot in Los Angeles’s Negro district. He re- 
tailed it at 39 cents and: 


“It sold everywhere we put it. We were reaching the 
mass teen-age public that couldn't afford a 79-cent record.” 


The partners sold their used-record operation at a 
profit to another firm, Julian Brown Enterprises, Inc., 
moved from a small plant into a two-story, $500,000 fac- 
tory—a former mattress works—south of downtown. Two 
hundred employes work two shifts stamping out, labeling, 
packaging and shipping 35, 45 and 78-r.p.m. records. There 
are offices in Chicago and New York. 

On making a business prosper, Doshay says: 

“With a little imagination and good merchandising 
policies, there's room for growth.” 

And on top of Tops he has his ranch—255 acres, 14,000 
chickens ané a few hogs—in the west end of the San 
Fernando valley. ;

ST. LOUIS DESIGNERS 
have discovered by using all 
the tricks of the trade it is 
possible to put the chemise 
Silhouette in the best-selling 
classification. With orders for

that the looser lines, when 
carefully manipulated, are get- 


ting top billing, especially in 
the metropolitan areas. 


Judging by the trend as re- 
ported in the St. Louis market, 
the young-looking fashions 
which are the ones that are 
primarily identified with local 
designing, must have a definite 
amount of “oomph” in spite 
of their chemise indorsement.

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Year’s TV in Review 
By William Ewald 


NEW YORK, Dec 28 (UP). 

THIS IS THE TIME OF 
YEAR when TV reviewers as- 
sess the 12 months past. So 
let's assess. 

The following list foregoes 
the usual formal categories. 
Such categories are absurd. In- 
stead, let’s roam. 

The best regular show of any 
ind on TY this year, I believe, 
ias been the Jack Parr “To- 
night” show on NBC-TV. It is 
at times pretty plodding, but it 
las a peculiar fascination—like 
vatching a cobra emerging 
rom a basket. 

I enjoy it despite the occa- 
ional presence of Elsa Max- 
well, a tiresome bore of a 
celebrity collector who takes 
pot shots at obvious targets 
such as Elvis Presley, King 
Farouk and Jayne Mansfield 
she may be the most tedious 
rV performer of all time. 

“Tonight” is live and alive 
It has provided some of the 
most hilarious moments of the 
TV year, particularly when it 
has had guests like Jonathan 
Winters, Jim Backus and Hans 
Conried aboard. And a very 
low bow to Dody Goodman, an 
amiable lady who can make 
“hello” sound funny. 

The most exciting moments 
mn TV this year were provided 

_by Charles Van Doren and his 

quest for the big money on 
NBC-TV’s “Twenty One,” TV 
at its sweatiest, tensest and 
purest. 

The best drama was a “Play- 
house 90” effort about Helen 
Keller’s childhood, “The 
Miracle Worker.” Teresa 
Wright and Patty McCormack 
turne@? in the best acting jobs 
of the vear on the CBS-TV 90- 
minuter, 

The most over-rated play o! 
the year was NBC-TV's “Green 
Pastures,” a spectacular of 
above average quality boomed 
out of all proportion, I think, 
because it was slotted opposite 
the Mike Todd Madison Square 
Garden calamity on CBS-TV. 

The most over-rated dramatic 
performance was Peter Ustin- 
ov's on an “Omnibus” produc- 
tion of “The Life of Samuel 
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Johnson.” A good actor works 
with his group — he both 
bounces and furnishes bounce. 
Ustinov unpackaged a solo per- 
formance that leaned heavily 
On mannerisms and gimmicks. 
He did not gear himself to the 
rest of the ensemble, but in- 
stead tried to smother every- 
one. 

The worst performance of 
the year was Suzy Parker's in 
a “Playhouse 90” offering. 
“The Death of Manolete.” She 
played a small part, but was 
almost classic in her incom- 
petence. 

The best young comedians 
on TV this year have been 
Milt Kamen and Ted Reid. 
Kamen was seen on the Steve 
Allen show and on “Tonight” 
—given the right kind of ma- 
terial, he should become one 
of the great ones. Reid’s spoofs 
of the silly cafe society sé 
made sitting through t 
bumptious enthusiasms of then: 
Dinah Shore show wortli-, 
while. 

The funniest single show of: 
the season was a summer re. 
run—a Phil Silvers half ho 
about a chimp that is inducte 
into the Army. A dip to Sid 
Caesar, too, and Carl Reiner, 
Howie Morris and Pat Carroll 
And another to Ernie Kovacs 
for his NBC-TV pantomime 
show last January. 

The biggest disappointment, 
of the year has been the ABC- 
TV Frank Sinatra show. I say 
this because I think Sinatra’s 
opening live show with Bob 
Hope was one of the hippest. 
hours ever seen on TV. 

A nod to CBS-TV’'s “Robin 
Hood,” a filmed show with 
some of the most competent 
acting by secondary characters 
I've ever seen on TV, plus a 
wonderful tongue-in-cheek ap- 
proach to adventure. 

Ed Murrow’'s dissection of. 
the post office was certainly a 
TV high spot. So was a de- 
bate at the Oxford Union on 
his “England After Suez.” 

The worst show of the year 
was “Your Figure Is Your 


Fortune,” an NBC-TV fashion 
show. I have one note in my 


diary about it—ugh.

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This Wednesday, psychology again will show... 


How to win bowl games 


by TOM SILER 


By dusk this Wednesday one or more football coaches 
should have learned what others have found in pre- 


vious New Year's bowl games — that victory often . 


goes not to the swiftest or the strongest, but to the 
slickest in psychology. 

At right you see psychology at work. Ohio State’s 
astute Woody Hayes, who will pit his Buckeyes against 
Oregon in Pasadena’s Rose Bowl, is using his spell- 
binding powers to stir his players to greater heights in 
a recent game against Michigan. But this is small stuff 
compared to what coaches have done to outfox the 
foe in Bowl games. Sometimes they clinched the game 
before it even started. 

e Pittsburgh’s Jock Sutherland posted a newspaper 
clipping in the locker room before the 1937 Rose Bowl 
game with Washington. The clipping charged that 
Washington had invited a team it knew it could easily 
lick. Later he showed a copy of a telegram in which 
a fan wished Washington “good luck against Vassar.” 
The Pitt players took the insults to heart, trampled 
Washington, 21-0. 

e Navy's Eddie Erdelatz ticked off for his team 
what the Mississippi players were saying about them 
before the Sugar Bow! game three years ago. “We'll 
give the Navy a long trip home” was one of the kinder 
things he repeated. Result: A fired-up Navy won 
easily, 21-0. 

® Oklahoma's Bud Wilkinson roused his Sooners, 
who were looking sluggish before the 1950 Sugar Bow] 
game, when a photographer was caught hiding near 
the practice field. Oklahoma rooters screamed “Spy!” 
and got the team so incensed it butchered LSU, 35-0. 

e Boston College’s Frank Leahy (later of Notre 
Dame ) studied movies of Tennessee’s plays before the 
1941 Sugar Bowl encounter. Fascinated by the Vol- 
unteers’ run-or-pass option play, he taught it to his 
own team — which used it in the waning minutes to 
beat Tennessee, 19-13. 


What a Little Quarrel Can Do 


But just as bowl games are won by clever coaches 
before the kick-off, so they are lost by coaches who say 
the wrong thing at the wrong time. Before the 1938 
Rose Bow! Game, Alabama coach Frank Thomas read 
his starting line-up to his team. He left off No. 1 quar- 
terback Vic Bradford. The angry Bradford let his dis- 
pleasure be known and he and Thomas had words. 
Bradford played some of the game, but California 
won, 13-0. “We lost right there in that room,” says 
Jack Stewart, then the trainer. “Everybody was think- 
ing about Bradford instead of the game.” 

Another slip of the tongue is credited with giving 


Oklahoma an edge over Maryland in the Orange Bowl | 


four years ago. At a pre-game workout, Maryland star 
Bernie Faloney injured his knee. As he hobbled off 
the field, Jim Tatum, then Maryland's coach, snapped: 
“There goes my football team.” The remark, heard by 
the other players, didn’t do a thing for their confi- 
dence. They lost, 7-0. 

Sums up one coach: “When going to a bowl game, 
what a team needs more than anything else is a good 
psychologist.” * 
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WHISPERING instructions, he gives this player comforting advice. 


ROARING BY score, he tells team: “You can do it again, too!”

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NATALIE WOOD 
Hottest film bet for 1958 


She’s only 19, but teenagers love her—and maybe you will, too

HOLLYWOOD. 
Natalie Wood is a buzzing, brown-eyed mosquito of a 
girl who knew what she wanted and got it. Since 
Natalie is only 19 and wanted top-rung screen star- 
dom, this is no small achievement. In addition, this 
tiny (5'2", 94 Ibs.) teenager will be Hollywood's 
most wanted young actress in 1958. 
' A few months ago Natalie won the coveted lead 
opposite Gene Kelly in Marjorie Morningstar, Herman 
Wotik’s best-selling novel, over Audrey Hepburn, Eliz- 
abeth Taylor and 22 other actresses. She also zoomed 
to the top in the Warner Brothers fan-mail sweep- 
stakes. She has been requested by every rival studio in 
town for loanouts. Frank Sinatra got her for Kings Ge 
Forth by paying $100,000 and agreeing to star in one 
Warner Brothers picture, a commitment worth 
roughly around $350,000. 

Sinatra was willing to do this because Natalie Wood 
currently is the most popular movie star in America 
with teenagers. And teenagers nowadays go to the 
movies the most. In the words of Gene Kelly: “Natalie 
is the teenagers’ teenager, the one girl they all identify 
with. In 1958 she will be bigger than ever. She'll win 
over the adult audience, too.” 

How did it happen? Hollywood is running over with 
girls prettier, sexier, even more talented than Natalie. 
Here is her own answer: “Success in this business de- 
pends on three factors: talent, timing and luck. I had 
all three.” 


James Dean Started it 


Says a Warner executive: “The truth is that the 
kid’s been extremely lucky. A few years ago we cast 
her in a picture with James Dean, Rebel Without a 
Cause. In that picture was another kid, Sal Mineo. 
When Jimmy Dean died, the teenagers made him a 
martyr and latched on to Wood and Mineo. 

“Both of them also got Academy Award nominations 
for their work in Rebel. I guess that showed they were 
persons of substance and talent that other teenagers 
could look up to. Anyway, the fan mail began coming 
in. So we signed Natalie. 

. “Like every other studio in town, we were desperate 
for female talent. We put the kid in The Searchers, 
A Cry in the Night, The Burning Hills. The teenagers 
loved her. The girls considered her one of them, and 
the boys regarded her as the kind of cool girl-friend 
they'd like for a steady.” 

According to her mother, Natalie’s success is the 
result of unshakable willpower. Although her angelic 
face belies it, the girl has the tenaciousness of an 
octopus and the determination of a battering ram. 
“All my life,” she says, “I've wanted to be a great 
actress. Nothing else has mattered to me. Ever since | 
was knee-high I’ve been waiting for my break.” 


The break came in 1954 with Rebel, but the deter- 
mination was only whetted. When Warners began 
casting Marjorie Morningstar, Natalie was tested after 
two dozen other actresses. Says director Irving Rapper: 
“That was it. Natalie is Marjorie. When Herman 
Wouk saw the test, he knew our search was over. 

“The picture will be out early in 1958. I honestly 
don't think you will see a finer performance all year. 
Natalie wanted this part so frantically that when she 
finally won it, she gave it every ounce of effort and 
energy she has.” 


She's an Old Hand 


Natalie is a child of the motion-picture industry. 
Born Natasha Gurdin in San Francisco, reared in Hol- 
lywood as the daughter of a movie prop man, she has 
worked in films since the age of 4. In 1945, when she 
was 7, she won her first Boxoffice Blue Ribbon Award. 
In 1947, Parents Magazine named her “the most tal- 
ented juvenile motion-picture star of the year.” 

Most of her schooling has been done on studio lots, 
and the Steady adult environment has made her pre- 
cocious, worldly, knowledgeable. She has a delightful 
sense of humor and is an ace mimic, particularly of 
Marlon Brando.

Two years ago, when such visits were rare, | made a 
tour of the Soviet Union. The result was PARADE’'S 
issue of Nov. 27, 1955 — 40 pages of photos and text 
on a single subject. Among other things, | evaluated 
Russia's menacing (to America) emphasis on educa- 
tion and sports; later events proved my concern en- 
tirely justified. Today, after revisiting Russia, I want 
to report again on what I saw and heard there. 


HE BIG NEws out of Russia in 1957 has been the 

hurling aloft of Sputniks by scientists and the 
casting down of political stars by Nikita Khrushchev 
in his march to dictatorship. But the day-to-day story 
of the Russian people, even though not as dramatic 
as the disturbing headlines, is as essential as ever to 
American understanding of the U.S.S.R. 


1 revisited Russia after Sputnik I was launched. 
I was accompanied by Peter Schmid, a Swiss photo- 
journalist. Between us we secured the random 
glimpses on these pages. They may offer clues to some 
of the headlines of 1958. For example: 

Many more women are wearing nail polish since 
they came in contact with Westerners at the Interna- 
tional Youth Festival in Moscow last summer .. . It 
still seems easier to locate a dog in a Sputnik than in a 
large Soviet. city. Both dogs and cats are relatively 
scarce. Apparently they're too expensive to feed .. . 

The Russians plan some sample checks soon in 
preparation for their next national census. The esti- 
mated Soviet population is 215,000,000 — but the 
last census was in 1939 . . . From time to time a lim- 
ited number of scarce, top-quality coats go on sale in 
department stores. The few lucky customers at the 
front of the Jine are given purchase slips; payment 
must be made to a cashier within 15 minutes. Instead,

Now there 
are 62. Many first-run movies appear on TV before 
they reach the theaters ... The pigeon-food conces- 
sion in Red Square is highly profitable — and Soviet 
pigeons probably are the best fed in the world... 

The Bolshoi Theater Ballet remains magnificent, 
but the performance of top star Galina Ulanova has 
slipped badly. Soviet writers explained to me that it 
would be unfair to criticize her in the press .. . 

The Soviets continue to jam the Voice of America’s 
Russian-language broadcasts. But the U. S. Informa- 
tion Service magazine, Amerika, is sold out almost as 
soon as it hits Russian newsstands. Copies later are 
resold at a profit...

Russian schoolbooks were re-edited in 1956 and the 
picture of Stalin has been reduced to the size of a 
postage stamp... Many posters for the recent 40th 
Anniversary of the Revolution featured peaceful so- 
cialists and capitalist warmongers .. . 

Since the Youth Festival last summer, many young 
boys crowd the entrances to the hotels where foreigners 
stay. The lads collect foreign coins . . . The new Volga 
car is attractive, but the doors are hard to close... 

It's reported Marshal Zhukov lost his Defense Min- 
ister job because he wouldn't be kicked upstairs into 
the Premiership. A veteran of Kremlin power strug- 
gles, he had helped topple Beria, Malenkov, Molotov 
and Kaganovich. Each time he showed his power by 
rolling out Red Army tanks. But Khrushchev bypassed 


the tanks by lining up other marshals against Zhukov 
: . . Ome observer calls this “the old divide-and- 
conquer strategy, 1957 version” .. . 

The Russian people are proud of the Sputniks. 
Many feel they were launched in spite of the Com- 
munist Party, but they take pride in the achievement of 
Mother Russia . . . The average Soviet work-week now 
is 46 hours, two less than in 1955... 

Restaurant service in Russia remains perhaps the 
world’s slowest . . . Reports from permanent U. S. cor- 
respondents are censored, but notes and film of tem- 
porary visitors are not... 

Soviet physical-culture institutes (sports colleges) 
now are training 20,000 students as coaches, physical- 
education instructors and Olympic athletes. (They 
already have 1960 in mind.) Next year, some will try 
upping the course from four years to five . . . 

Russian education puts top priority on learning a 
second language. Starting in the fifth grade, pupils 
are taught French, German or English . . . The best 
students continue their training in special institutes; 
80 per cent of graduates become language teachers . . . 

Even at the Black Sea resort of Sochi, posters exhort 
vacationing workers to increase production ... The 
church has less and less impact on youth. In their 
formative years and throughout their higher education 
they are taught there is no God, no religion . . . 

These are a few of the things that shape the aver- 
age Russian’s life on the eve of 1958. Equally impor- 
tant to America is the fate of Russia's leaders.

Answers to crucial 


As an intelligent newspaper reader, you want 
to know many things about Russia today — 
and tomorrow. I cannot answer them all; 
probably no one person could. The photos on 
these pages should help you visualize some of 
the conditions currently prevailing there. 
And I have learned some facts on which at 
least tentative conclusions can be based. 

Here, in my opinion, are crucial questions 
about Russia on the eve of 1958, with the 
answers I feel justified in making. 

Will Russia‘’s technological gains increase 
the danger of war? 

The terrible weapons now available to 
both sides make war impractical. “The use 
of atomic and hydrogen weapons, of ballistic 
missiles, would result in an enormous calam- 
ity for all mankind,” Khrushchev recently de- 
clared. Our experts believe he meant it. 

The Kremlin depends upon communica- 
tion and transportation to control the Russian 
people. Both would be knocked out in a 
nuclear war. Then local uprisings against the 
Red rulers might well flare up across Russia. 

But while peace would serve the best inter- 
est of the Kremlin, the big danger is that 
Khrushchev may carry his bluster too far. 

Can the Russian people throw off the Com- 
munist yoke? 

The brains that sent the Sputniks hurtling 
into space are equally capable of asking ques- 
tions about social conditions and wondering 
why Russians haven't more freedom. 

One reason whv so many Soviet students 
have turned to science is the freedom it offers 
them to pursue one of the few truths in Russia 
— scientific truth — and already they are 
beginning to ask other questions. For ex- 
ample, a young engineer told me he is com- 
pletely dissatisfied and sees no hope for the 
future. 

“The present regime,” he said, “is inter- 
ested only in maintaining itself.” 

On another occasion, a Russian girl 
bumped into photo-journalist Schmid and 
asked if he was French. He answered that he 
was Swiss. She then asked him if he was a 
Communist. He said no. “Communists are 
no good,” she stated flatly, and dashed off. 

Against all this stand two hard facts. 1) 
The Red propaganda machine dins endlessly 
into every Russian ear the claim that capital- 
ism is dying and Commuhism must prevail. 
2) Fhe Soviet Union is a police state, and 
organized opposition is almost impossible. 

What is the economic outlook for the Rus- 
sian people? 

The colossal cost of the Soviet satellite- 
missile program has left few rubles for ex- 
panding consumer production. There has 
been spotty improvement in available con- 


sumer goods since last May and this trend 
probably will continue. But the Russians have 
a poor distribution system. Certain foods — 
especially eggs — often are in short supply, 
particularly in cities of 50,000 to 100,000 
population. 

Because steel is used only in construction 
of buildings for heavy industry, new apart- 
ment houses show early signs of wear. Win- 
dow moldings often are taped to keep cold 
air out. 

The price of clothing remains high and 
the quality inferior. Russian publications 
also have been clamoring for more up-to-date 
fashions. For the time being the people can 
look forward to little relief from their low 
living standards. They may even have to 
wait four or five years for the meat, milk and 
butter which Khrushchev has promised to 
supply them at American levels. 

But the Soviet Union is launching a gi- 
gantic 15-year industrial development pro- 
gram that could transform the country. There 
are signs Russia is moving into an electronic- 
nucléar era. By 1972, her factories may be 
more streamlined and her transportation 
system more modern than our own.:To pro- 
vide power for-this great industrial build-up, 
she already is constructing a huge electric- 
power center around Lake Baikal in central 
Siberia and stretching pipelines across the 
vast Soviet landscape. ) 

What is the status of our cultural exchanges 
with the Soviet Union? 

A few weeks ago, the United States sug- 
gested exchanging uncensored radio-TV 
broadcasts with the Russians. The latter 
wanted to go beyond such limitations to take 
in wide cultural and academic exchanges. 
These talks still are in progress. 

However, the State Department expects to 
go along with the broadened program. And 
talks have been helped by American action in 
removing fingerprint requirements which the 
Soviets resented. 

Whatever exchanges result, of course, will 
be strictly government-to-government. Mean- 
while, there have been many exchanges spon- 
sored privately. In 1956, 91 Soviet and satel- 
lite nationals attended 19 conferences in the 
United States; 38 Americans attended 12 
conferences behind the Iron Curtain. The 
biggest private sponsors of these exchanges 
are the Rockefeller and Ford Foundations. 

Lately the Russians have indicated an in- 
creased interest in sending scientists and 
technicians to conferences in this country. 
Such exchanges are strictly on a reciprocal 
basis. It would mean American scientists and 
technicians would be invited to similar meet- 
ings in Russia.

These are typical of the New Year's resolutions 
more than 20,000,000 Americans will be making in 
the next few days. Many more will promise, less 
formally, to “be a better person” as Auld Lang Syne 
signals the end of 1957. 

Actually, some such thing has been going on for 
many years. New Year's Day itself was originated by 
the ancient Romans. They celebrated by offering sac- 
rifices to Janus, the two-faced god after whom January 
is named. Janus stood between the new year and old, 
looking both back and ahead. Unlike the Romans, most 
of us seem to prefer looking ahead. 

Thus our resolutions say in effect: “What's past is 
past; we can improve ourselves tomorrow.” In making 
resolutions we reveal a good deal about ourselves. First 
comes annoyance, guilt or dissatisfaction with existing 
habits and routine. Second, we show that we are trying 
to square the normal desire to indulge ourselves with 
the equally normal desire to be “good,” meaning moral 
and self-controlled. 


Three Types of Resolvers 


Understandably, self-satisfied people are not apt to 
make New Year's resolutions. Neither is the person 
with little conscience, nor the person who knows from 
experience that for him resolutions do not work. Mark 
Twain was in this last group. You will recall his 
famous remark about giving up smoking: “It's easy. 
I've given it up hundreds of times.” 

If you make resolutions year after year, you prob- 
ably fit one of three types: 

1) You have a pretty active conscience. You save 
up enough guilt over the year to make yourself uncom- 
fortable about not living up to your ideals. This is the 
most common type. 

2) You have a childlike, rather endearing quality.

ear’s resolutions

You promise yourself every year, pretty much as you 
used to promise your parents when you were little, to 
turn over a new leaf. This year you absolutely will be 
a good boy. 

3) You are highly self-confident. You have definite 
goals and values; each year is a milestone in your life's 
progress. You see your resolutions as a challenge and 
stick to them doggedly. If you decide, say, to give up 
drinking, you'll do it. If by any chance you should 
fail, you could not laugh at yourself the way Mark 
Twain did. 

This kind of self-confidence is deceptive, however. 
It may cloak what is called overcompensating. It may 
mean you really are not very sure of yourself and must 
succeed in your resolutions in order to still self-doubt. 

The most popular American resolutions (according 
to the Gallup Poll) center on “improving character.” 
Surprisingly, we believe our characters can be im- 
proved. We Americans believe that, if only we want to 
and acquire the know-how, we can make important 
changes in our honesty, selfishness, love, consideration 
for others. We look at ourselves very much as we look 
at our cars. There is hardly anything that can’t be fixed. 

Is that true? The answer isn’t easy. While one’s 
character may not be improved simply by a New Year's 
resolution, the fact that Americans are willing to make 
such resolutions in the first place is a healthy sign. For 
mere expression of a “character resolution” heightens 
your consciousness of whatever problem you are trying 
to overcome. 

Often we fail to put our unpleasant traits into 
words. We fail to focus them sharply. Thus suppressed, 
these bad traits control us. But our New Year's resolu- 
tions bring these traits to the surface, out in the open, 
where we are better able to do something about them. 

In addition to the more frequent resolutions, there 
are some rather odd ones. Last year, one housewife 
resolved “to do my ironing on Tuesday.” Another was 
determined “to wash the dishes first and then look at 
television.” One grim lady was “not going to take any 

nore guff from my husband.” Then there was the lady 


who had decided “to stop spending money and having 
kids.” On the male side, one resolve was “to keep away 
from salesmen.” An Idaho farmhand expressed a 
thought that has hit many of us on occasion: “Not to 
make any more New Year’s resolutions.” 

Do we keep our resolutions? It is probably true that 
we break most of them, even though resolutions usu- 
ally are made to be kept. On the whole, people are 
serious about them — at least when they make them. 
If they weren't, they wouldn't take the time to dc 
something so formal. But somehow we forget that in 
the coming year we will still be pretty much the same 
people we were last year. 


The Value Gained 


Is it useless, then, to make New Year's resolutions? 
Not at all! It is valuable to stop and take stock of your- 
self, to note your deficiencies, to try to understand 
yourself more fully. Self-understanding is a key to 
mental health; whatever success you achieve at this 
difficult task is all to the good. 

However, don’t set your resolutions so high that 
you can never come within miles of achieving them — 
nor so low that it will be too easy. If they are perhaps 
just a little too difficult, you still may end up with 
some feeling of success. 

But why, you might ask, wait for the New Year to 
make resolutions? Isn’t any day of the year equally 
suitable? Not entirely. On an established day, when 
you have a strong feeling of “off with the old and 
on with the new” and sense that others feel the same, 
you are in a mood favorable to making resolutions. In 
such a state of mind you often see things more clearly 
than during the habitual round of workaday activities. 

Further, if you make New Year's resolutions, you 
have an opportunity to put your “mental house” in 
order, to look with a cool eye at your spiritual posses- 
sions, to clean things up. Whatever success you have 
will comfort you next year. Then you can re-measure 
yourself against your deepest hopes — and, if neces- 
sary, resolve to do better still. 2

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Testimony Brings Out Reasons Behind Missile Lag 


Top Military Men, Scientists Tell Senators Smugness, Lack of Funds, Interservice Rivalry Are Among Causes 


By GARY W. FERGUSON of the PICTURES Staff 


MUGNESS, interservice rivalry, red 
tape and excessive requirements 
for secrecy are among the chief 

reasons for America’s lag behind the 
Soviet Union in missiles, satellites and 
related fields. This was the theme of 
much of the testimony before the Sen- 
ate Preparedness subcommittee during 
the first phase of its Washington hear- 
ings, called in the face of the Sputnik 
launchings. 

Other reasons for the lag, witnesses 
said, include a reluctance to spend 
money on research and development 
unless results can be guaranteed in ad- 
vance, and a lack of recognition for sci- 
entists. Among the manifestations of 
this lack are relatively low pay—espe- 
cially for science teachers and pro- 
fessors—and comparatively little stand- 
ing in the community. 

Several witnesses gave grim ap- 
praisals of the threat posed by Russian 
achievements. Dr. Edward Teller, physi- 
cist who had a leading part in the de- 
velopment of the H- bomb, asserted that 
the present emergency may well be 
more serious than the World War II 
race to get an atomic bomb. He said 
the Soviets already have, or will have 
in a short time, the ability to hit major 
American industrial centers with an in- 
tercontinental ballistic missile. 

In secret testimony Allen W. Dulles, 
Central Intelligence Agency director, 
and other intelligence chiefs reportedly 
told the Senators that almost Ameri- 
can air bases in Europe, Africa and the 
Middle East are now within range of 
Russia's intermediate-range ballistic 


]. Sterling Livingston, a Harvard Univer- 
sity professor specializing in military man- 
agement, uses chart to show Senators 
that it takes America more than twice as 
long as Russia to get new weapons in 


missiles (1.R.B.M.). It was reported these 
missiles are fully operational and on 
their launching sites. 

Other points developed in the testi- 
mony included these: Despite post-Sput- 
nik announcements that the Jupiter (the 
Army’s I.R.B.M.) was being ordered into 

roduction, necessary funds had not 
Soe provided to the Army to carry out 
the order. There had been no restora- 
tion of pre-Sputnik cutbacks in Stra- 
tegic Air Command operating funds— 
cutbacks that kept most SAC planes on 
the ground for five weeks last summer. 
There is no active program for develop- 
ing a high -thrust rocket engine such as 
the Soviets probably to launch 
Sputnik I. 

Civilian and many military wit- 
nesses said that even if all-out meas- 
ures were decided on, the Pentagon 
machinery for carrying them out is com- 
plex and jumbled. Lines of authority 
are not clear; methods of reaching de- 
cisions are cumbersome and slow. And 
decisions frequently are influenced by 
the selfish interests of the individual 
services, not the broad national interest. 

As the hearings were recessed until 
Janu 6, Senator Lyndon B. Johnson, 
Texas Democrat who is chairman of the 
subcommittee, said the inquiry had re- 
vealed that America faces a situation 
“which in some ——e is comparable 
to Pearl Harbor.” @ group's ranking 
Republican, Senator Styles Bridges of 
New Hampshire, said he thought Ameri- 
can missile and satellite programs had 
been speeded as a result of the hearings, 
“but there is a lot of work to be done.”

New York Prepares for Jet Age 


Idlewild Airport, Being 
Enlarged and Renovated, 
Opens Big New Terminal 


FTER NINE YEARS of operating from 
A a mismatched, inadequate group of 
wooden barracks-like buildings, Quon- 
set huts and cinder block structures, New 
York's Idlewild Airport has opened a strik- 
ing $30,000,000 terminal building designed 


for the jet age. The three-story building, 
of bold and functional design reminiscent of 
St. Louis’ new terminal, stretches 11 city 
blocks and has 600,000 square feet of floor 
space. Dominating the scene is an 11 - story 
control tower, the tallest in the world. An- 
other $120,000,000 in facilities, mainly indi- 
vidual terminals and hangars for United 
States flag lines, are scheduled for comple- 
tion by 1960. The airport itself embraces 
4900 acres; the central terminal area, which 
is known as Terminal City, covers 665 acres. 
When completed, Idlewild and its facilities 
will dwarf any airport in the world. Within 
seven years air passenger traffic at the 
field is expected to reach 11,000,000 annu- 
ally, or more than twice the present volume.

N THE YEARS following both World 
Wars, interest in German art went into 
a decline in France and the United 
States. In the same period, modern 
French painters zoomed to peaks of ap- 
preciation with the general public, and 
with collectors, in many parts of the 
world. Now, with works of the major 
French painters and sculptors practically 
in the realm of classic art, and priced ac- 
cordingly, attention has come to a focus 
on the long-neglected Germans. 
Several New York galleries are cur- 
rently exhibiting works of individual Ger- 
man artists, with more to come. And the

with the St. Louis City Art Museum, has 
assembled the most comprehensive show 
of German art ever presented in the 
United States. This exhibition, “German 
Art of the Twentieth Century,” is now 
being transferred to St. Louis, and will 
open January 8. It will fill four galleries, 
and will be augmented by two more gal- 
leries of German works from private St. 
Louis collections. 

Although the painters here classified 
as “German” worked largely in the en- 
vironment of that country, they were a 


highly cosmopolitan group, several of 
them coming from other nations. 

The works of this large body of paint- 
ers cover a wide range of style and sub- 
ject matter, but the term ‘Expressionist’ 
is applied to them all. The works are 
pervaded by a spirit of rebellion, restless- 
ness, aggressiveness, and by unorthodox 
and often violent color. Primarily, the 
Expressionists reduce each form to its es- 
sential rudiments, developing a new pic- 
torial language that is a forceful and 
sometimes brutal expression of relation- 
ships between the ego, nature and so- 
ciety. The American Abstract Expres. 
sionist painting is an outgrowth of this.
